" FASHINGTON, the Nation’s Capital, 
T/4/ ts, in a very real sense, the second 
home of every American citizen. 


It belongs to each State anid to no Strte. 
It is neither north ner south; it is the proud 
possession of each and every one of us, 

Back in 1814 when the Capital was only a 
atraggly, unkempt village, an early resident, 
Mrs, Matgaret Bayard Smith, wrote that it 
“possesses a peculiar Interest, and to an active, 
teflective, and amlitiois mind, hos more at- 
tractions than any other place in America.” 

Washington has grown since then in civic 
beauty and monumental splendor far beyond 
even the noble dreams of its founders, George 
Washington and Thomas Jefferson, 

It is the nerve center of a vast and intricate 
government machine, pulsating with all the 
problems of a mighty nation. 


Symbols of American Democracy 


Yet the feeling of commian pissession which 
the average citizen has in the Capital ts some- 
thing more personal and buman than govern- 
ment burewis and their marble palaces, 

Naturally, Washington js the city which 
memorializes the great men of our history ane 
in sich physical form that all may see, 

Hut Washington is the second home of every 
American cithten for a more intimate reason 
than this: It t¢ not on old settlement 25 
Atlantic seaboard cities go, Yet there is some 
structure at almost every turn in which this 
dr that famous man lived or worked or visited 
at the very moment in which he was. making 
history. 

The oldest public building in Washington 
is, of course, the White House, and it has 
been the home of every President except 
George Washington, Thirty-one of them 
have lived there. 


‘The Capitol as well as the White House 
syinklizes to a supreme (degree our American 
idta of democracy. But of the two, the White 
House has by far the more personal appeal, 
because it ia the actual home of the First 
Citizen of the land, 

While the President ix the First Citizen, be 
is the people's man, and in the White House 
the peciple are vicariously enthroned. 

They like it for its charm and simple dig- 
nity: they feel far more at home here than 
they would in the formal magnificence of 
European and Latin-American palaces. 

Newspapers long ago gave the White House 
the compliment of a living entity, using such 
terms 4s “The White House says," or “The 
White House believes.” 

The building interests visitors, however, not 
éo much as a symbol of authority, but in its 
domestic character, as representing the per- 
sonality of the President, 

Tt is the daily life of the chesen one of the 
Nation, despite his eminence, that draws 
people to it.as to @ lndestome 

Any building which has housed Jetierson, 
Tackson, Lincotn, Grant, Cleveland, Theodore 
Roosevelt, Wilson, and F. DD, Roosevelt. to 
mention only a few, has a romantic appeal 
foc Americans that cannot be equaled. 


White House Rooms “Lovely but Haunted”

More recently, with the growth of popula- 
tion and the hewvier borden of the position, 
it has become necessary to protect the Presi- 
dent far more rigicly than formerly, not only 
from bedily, harm but from the wastage of 
his time and vitality in greeting thousands of 
achoolpirls and other curiosity seekers, 


White House Moving Dave Frequent 


Despite its charm sind benuty, the White 
House has always constituted o first-class 
housing problem, The 31 Presidents have 
lived there on the average of only 4.71 years 
each. Thus the coming and going of furnish- 
ings, equipment, aod personal belongings has 
bern encrnous, 

When Garfield died and -Arthur came ‘in, 
24 wagonlouds of accumulations found in cellar 
aod attic had to be cleared. out, 

In his Forty-tin Fears in the White House, 
the late Ike Hoover, for many vears chief 
usher, said that when it comes to housekeeping 
hardly any two things are dine alike from one 
administration to another, [tis very seldom 
that one administration uses all of the rooms 
for the Same purpose as its predecessor, 

Until almost the time of this writing, there 
has never been any adequate descriptive cata« 
logue of thé physical objects in the building. 
This has made it very difficult for White 
House officials to furnish accurate information 
in reply to thousands of requests concerning 
silver, china, furniture, paintings, and the like. 

Ht must be borne in mind that not only 
(owe the Government buy furnishings ancl 
equipment for the building but that each 
President and his wife make many purchases 
und also teceive gifts from all over the country. 

Until quite recent times, plumbing, sutil- 
tation, cleanliness, and the general condition 
af buthding mun. grounds left much to be de- 
sired. At the time of Lincoln's first inaugu- 
rathon a Congressman said that that part of 
the White House devoted to the Executive 
looked “bare, worn, and -sniled,” like the 
“breaking up of a hard winter about a de- 
serted farmstead,” 

It is sail that more than once Theodore 
Rowwvelt and his sons jumped up from the 
dinner table to chase rats out of the room. 

In Cleveland's. cay messages to Congress 
were carried in what was known as the office 
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buggy. A. mestenger went upstairs one day 
to the office occupied by the clerks and a 
telegrapber, announcing that the office buggy 
was down. below, 

"And the bugey office is up here,” repliod 
the quick-witted! telegrapher, 

Teday the housing problem is a very differ- 
ent one. Until Theodore Roosevelt's time it 
was possible to handle the office work of the 
Presidency in rooms on the ground and bed- 
room floors of the White House itself. Tn 
1902 the Executive Offices were built at its 
Western end. 

Teday the problem is how to move a sul 
stantial portion of the workers in the Execu- 
live Olfices to other quarters. The mounting 
numbers of Presidential pdvisers, secretaries, 
clerks, stenographers, aides, police, Secret 
Service operatives, anc the tke cannot. be 
housed even io the extensions of the White 
House without eventually encroaching upon 
and overwhelming the residential character 
of the historic structure. 

Although visitors art rarely sclmitted to 
the southern and larger portion of the White 
House grounds, a beautiful view of the kowns 
and trees may be had from the surrounding 
Streets. 

Trees Planted by Prextdents 


It was apparently Thomas Jefferson's idea: 
to have the grounds planted extensively with 
native trees, shrobs, und flowers, and he made 
out whist in which they were arranged accord- 
ing to form, color, ariel season. The current 
list shows all of the many memorial trees 
planted by furmer Presidents and their wives. 

The oldest living tree, an elm planted hy 
John Quincy Adams, is on the south portion 
of the grounds, east cenler, on top of a small 
knoll, “We fed it twice this year,” the gur- 
dener told me. 

One of the oldest and most beautiful of the 
trees i¢ a huge magnolin, just off the south 
porch, which | happened to see at the height 
of its June bloom. tt was planted by Andrew 
Jackson. 

It if a curious fact that the more valuable 
silverware used in the White House i marker! 
by the buildings original and historic name, 

“President's House,” 1 have seen this mark 
on the smallest silverware in use, tiny salt 
spoons, demitasse spoons, and butter knives, 
as well as on the larger pieces (page 711). 

Hsthe words “White House” were put on 
the silver, it might be like that of numerous 
hotels or restuurants; presumably, fewer such 
places are named “President's House.” 

It is interesting to note that the plated sthver 
is marked “White Hous.”

A third: Madison White House was the 
Octagon, at New York Avenue and 18th Street, 
now the national headquarters of the American 
Institute of Architect= anc open to the public, 
Built in 1798-1800 by Dr. William Thornton, 
first architect of the Capitol, for-ctty enter- 
taining by ane of the country’s richest men, 
it is one of the mest exquisitely cesipned 
buildings in the United States, ane so unusual 
that it is possibly without a duplicate. 

The owner, Col. John Tavloe, of Mount 
Airy; Virginia, with an income of nearly 
$60,000 a year even at age 20 and boasting 
500 slaves, was distinguished for the unrivaled 
splendor of his household and equipages, He

The first work of any magnitude cast trom 
bronze in this country’, at a time when bronze 
casting was almost unknown here, it was the 
first equestrian statue in Washington and the 
Secor an nited States. ‘The first 
gilded lene) that of (eeorge IIL at th 
foot of Broadway in New York City, [1 was 
torn down on July 9, 1776, to be melted up 
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Although new buiklings are fradually dis- 
placing the Square = hishoric structures, a num 
ber of the older ones remam. On the north- 
Decatur Huse, rie tl 
the earliest private residences built upon the 
Square, Tt is famous for dramatic past 
and practically unchanged in its somber, solid, 
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Decotur’s Furnous Toast 


It was desionead by Benjamin HA. Latrobe, 
architect of the (Capit for the bril- 
liant young naval aficer, Commodore Stephen 
Decatur, whose exploit in burning the Irigate 
PinladelpAta, fallen into the hands of pirates, 
wis ceserilied| hy Lord Nelson as “the most 
bold and daring act of the oe.” It was also 
Decatur who cave the toast: 
Untry In her 
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foreign nations may she always be in the 
right: but our country, right or wrong!" 

He built the house from prize money which 
he hacl won, and lived there with his bride, 
in alimest rezal splendor, for a year, Then 
he was killed in Bladensburg, Maryland, in 
the second most famous duel in the country’s 
history, by a fellow officer, Commodore James 
Barron, who thought that Decatur had per- 
secubed him, 

Three foreign ministers and three Secre- 
taries of State, including Henry Clay -and 
Martin Von Buren, liver! in the house, For 
a time it belonged to the Mexandria innkeeper, 
John Gadshy, and the tradition is that he 
ran a slave market there. 

The actual slave quarters still exist, in the 
long vellow-walled extetision to the rear, one 
side of which abuts on the H Street sidewalk. 

After the Civil War the house was bought 
by Gen. Edward F. Beale, sailor, soldier, 
Indian fighter, trail blazer, and “pioneer in 


the path of empire,” under whose grandfather. 


Decatur had ance served, 

The beuse today is crammed full of price- 
less memorabilia and objects of hietoric in- 
terest, By applying in writing to the owner, 
Mrs. Truxtun Beale, those who are really in- 
terested In Commodore Decatur or in early 
American architecture may gain admittance. 


Cosmos Club Birthplace of National 
Geotraphie Society 

Directly across the square is the Cosmos 
Club, that unique organization of men “who 
have done meritorious original work in science, 
literature, or the fine artes or who are recog- 
nized os distinguished in ao leatned profession 
or in public service” (page 705), It was here 
that the Nationa] Geographic Society was 
born in 1888. 


The more northerly of the group of buildings, 


constituting the Cosmos Club had two famous 
occupants: Dolly Madison, after the death of 
her husband, and later Adm. Charles Wilkes, 
Antarctic explorer, 

Dally Madison, largely because of her tact, 
mictoery for people, ane perennial and in- 
herent friendliness, held reign over official 
society both in length and. in popular acclaim 
without parallel in. American history. Even 
in her poverty and old age officinls called on 
her an New Veor's Dav immediately after 
calling on the Presicent. 

As hostess to the widower Jefferson when 


her husband was Secretary of State; and later 


as wife of the President, she dressed [in purple 
and plumed magnificence, One lady said of 
her, “She really in manners ond appearance 
answers all my ideas of royalty.”

It wis a common saying that “she entered 
Washington society on the arm of Jefferson 
(1801) ond left it on the arm of Polk (1849)." 

The Costios Club also oocupies the Tayloe 
House, built in 1828 by a son of the first 
owner of the Octagon. Here such men as Chief 
Justice Marshall, Washington Irving, Webster, 
Clay, and Calhoun were entertained, 


Mark Hanna's “Little White House" 

Later, when the national political boss Mark 
Hanna lived there, it was known as the “Little 
White House.” This writer has many times 
shown visitors to the Club the safe where 
Hanna reputedly kept his valuables, 

Bevond the garden adjoining the Tayloe 
House is the Belasco Theater, the official 
name of which is the Lafavette Square Opera 
House. (hn its site stood the house in which 
Secretary Seward wis stabbed the night Lin- 
coln was assassinated and in which James G. 
Blaine later died, 

Adjoming the theater is an annex to the 
Treasury, whose front entrance is close to the 
spot where, on February 27, 1859, one af 
eens mest spectacular murders took 
place. 

Daniel E, Sickles, ambitious:and dashing 
Congressman from New York, crossed La- 
fayette Square, with a revolver in each over- 
cnat pocket, when he learned that his pretty 
young wife bad become too intimate wit 
Philip Barton Rey, son of the author of “The 
Star-Spangled Banner.” Sickles emptied all 
barrels into Key, whe hac only an opera glass 
with which to defene himself. 

Sickles’ lawyers not only appealed to the 
“onwritten law,” one-such speech belng 42,000 
words in length, but were among the first ever 
to plead temporary inmaanity,  Acquittedd, 
Sickles lived to be nearly 90 years old, was 
a major general in the Battle of Gettysburg, 
and later had a diplomatic career. 

On the north side of the Square, between 
the modern Veterans’ Administration: Building 
and old St, John’s Church, ie the socalled 
Ashburton House, a huge brown affair. one of 
the few remaining historic mansions of down- 
town Washington, 

It was built originally by the then Clerk of 
the House of Representatives. Daniel Webster 
arranged that ft be rented tio Lert Ashburton, 
British Minister, ane it was here that Webster 
and Ashburton carried on negotiations which 
established the northeastern border between 
Maine and Canada and also settled uther 
problems, 

It was purchastd Inter by a Pennsylvania 
family, and a daughter born in the house lived 
there until her death in October, 1946, at the

are of nearly 89, T called upen this Tady, 
Mrs. Marcaret Coleman Freeman Bucking- 
ha, in the same roan in which she was.born, 
only afew months before her death. 

“T can remember Mr. Lincoln's great long 
legs as he strode across the Square,” she told 
me, aml galded that she also recalled the attack 
upon Mr. Seward, a few hundred yards away, 
on the night of April 14, 1865 (page 714). 

‘The first building to be erected on what ts 
now the Square, following the building of the 
White House, was St. John’s Church, probably 
the quaintest of the Cupital’s old churches. A 
committee called on President Madison and 
offered him what is now pew 54, Nearly every 
Presiient hat been to some service at St. 
John's since its erection in 115-16. 

In fact, there have not been many great 
Americans who have not at one time or an- 
other worshiped there or attended absecpuies 
af leaders quite as celebrated as themselves. 
By personal association the littl church has 
been related to affairs of stute as probably 
no other church is or could be. 

President Franklin Roosevelt went to’ St. 
John’s an hour before his first inaugoration 
in £933. We followed the tradition of George 
Washington, who, .after his inauguration in 
1789, went to a prayer service at St. T'anls 
Chapel, New York City, President Roosevelt 
went to St, John’s nearly every year on the 
anniversary of his first inauguration. 

Presidents besides Madison who worshiped 
there with some regularity were Monroe, John 
Quincey Adams, Jackson, Van Buren, William 
Henry Harrison, Tyler, Taylor, Fillmore, 
Buchanan, and Arthur, 

Pew 54 is reserved for each President: if 
he does not desire to attend, it-is rented out. 
Presidents are not expected to pay for the 
pew, but several have done so, 

Guesthouse for Visiting Notables 

On Pennsylvania Avenue, a few feet from 
Lafayette Square, is the Blwir House, guest- 
house of the Nation, where the State Depart- 
ment entertains visiting potentates and other 
distinguished guests, such as the Arabjan 
princes, Frime Minister Mackenzie King of 
Canada, Viscount Alexander, General De 
Gaulle, King Peter of Yugoslavia, Foreign

President and Mrs. Truman and their 
daughter Margaret-spent the first three weeks 
of Mr. Truman’s term in the Blair House.

The beautiful second-floor library is directly 
across the hall from the ranking guest's bed- 
room, and thus more than one: international 
problem has heen quietly discussed in the 
fibeare. :

Presidents Visited Blair House 

For many years and until a few years ago, 
the house was owned and largely occupied by 
the Blairs, for a long period one of the coun- 
try’s most influential families, Tt has been 
visited, in some cases many times, by all but 
four or five of the men who have been Presi- 
dent, and by numerous aspirants to that afte, 

One of the Cabinet members who rented 
the house was George Bancrott, historian and 
diplomat, As Secretary of the Navy, he Isid 
the foundations of the Naval Academy while 
he was there. Also, as Acting Secretary of 
War, he signed the orders that led to the in- 
vasion of Mexico and, a3 Secretary of the 
Navy, to the taking over of San Francisco 
and other Californian settlements. 

Here General Sherman was married anil 
Admiral Farragut given his important Civil 
War command, Most historic of all, Cal. 
Robert E. Lee, on April 18, 1861, refused 
command of the Union Armies offered him 
by Francis Preston Blair on behalf of Lincoln, 
even though he would have had an oppor- 
tunity to put into practice all his military 
theory and would have commanded a larger 
army than he had ever ‘seen before. 

“| declined the offer he made me,” wrote 
General Lee many years later, “stating, as 
candidly and as courteously as I could, that, 
though opposed to secession and deprecating 
war, | could take no puirt in an invasion of 
the Southern States.” 

Tt is known that, after talking with Mr. 
Biair, Colonel Lee spent three hours with 
Gen. Winheld Scott, Commander in Chief of 
the Army, although what each said to the 
other was never afterward reveled by either. 

General Scott's office was in the building 
which still stands at the southwest corner of 
17th and F Strecis, a few blocks below the 
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hangs-over the mantelpi¢ce of the great state 
dining room in the White House (page 709). 


The Reomnce of Tudor Place 


Because of its association with a member 
woof the: Washington family, anc because it was 
designed by Thornton, first architect of the 
Capitol, Tedor Place is probably the most 
important building, historically and architec: 
turally, in Georgetown, 

Symbol of a bygone age of tanded: gentry, 
it stands stately, serene, and aloof on ite 
heights. Interesting is the fact that Its superty 
exterior is offset by a severely plain interivr. 

Many thousands «f people traveling along 
Q Street daily pass the south front, with its 
“temple” porch; few ever notice the north 
or main front, entered at 1644 3st Street, 

Unusual in its unbroken chain of family 
ownership and occupancy, Tudor Place bas 
continued in the Peter family almost since tt 
Was erected, 

Thomas Peter, son of Georgetown's first 
Mayor, brought his wife, Marthn Parke 
Custis, granddaughter of Martha Washington, 
there in 1805. The house is now owned and 
occupied by Armistead Peter, Jr. 

Fame ts such a strange ond fickle thing that 
I visited the Oak Hill Cemetery in George- 
lown not so much to view the graves of John 
Floward Payne, author of “Home, Sweet 
Home,” and of these noteworthy Cabinet 
meibers, Edwin M. Stanton and Jumes G. 
Blaine, as to see the obscure, diminutive, and 
difficult-to-find headstone of Pegey Eaton, 

Wile of a member of Andrew Jackson's 
Cabinet and inspiration for a modern novel, 
she had Jackson on her side when ladies at 
high society shubtwd ber, partly because her 
father was an innkeeper ‘but: iefiy because 
of ber too-charming wavs with the men. 

Martin Van Buren, Secretory of State and 
a widower, aleo sided with Pegsry, and this, 
long with other factors, threw Jackson's favor 
to Van Buren, who became the next President 
insiead af Calhoun. 

On the other side of Washington, near the 
Anacostia River, is the Washington Burial 
Ground, commonly known as the Congres- 
sional Cemetery. It is one of the most in- 
teresting in the country because of the great 
number of celebrities interred, and also one 
of the strangest for quite :a different reason, 

Prior to 1535, all M embers of Congress who 
died in office were buried in this cemetery, 
and Congress erected for each departed Mem- 
ber an identical and rather ugly tomb, ‘These 
are uniform in size, shape, material, and in- 
scription, and are spaced nt regular intervals. 
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There are 164 of these curious objects. 
About half are cenotaphs: that is, they contain 
no burial, being eropty tombs. 

Of all the places in Washington as4ociated 
with the great figures of American history, 
those connected with Abraham Lincoln pro- 
vide the strongest sense of drama, 

Following in his footsteps, let us first visit 
Fort Stevens, on the east side of 13th Street, 
between Quackenbos and Rittenhouse, ancl 
stand on the spot where a President of the 
United States was actually present in a battle 
and under fire during his term.of office. 

Washington was defenseless at the begin- 
ning of the Civil War. Rat Major L'Enfant, 
as a military man, had long before realized 
that the encircling hills could be defended to 
wonderful advantage, 

Following the first Battle of Bull Run, a 
program of fortification on a 37-mile circum- 
ference proceeded apace, 


When Guns Surrounded Washington 


Ry April, 1865, sixty-eight armed forts, 
with 905 guns and mortars, had been erected. 
These were interconnected with 20 miles of 
Tile trenches and 93 unarmed batteries for 
small mobile couns—one of the world's oreatest 
systems of fortifications-up ta that time, 

Fort Stevens is partially restored, and sev- 
eral other forts are well preserved. In a few 
years, when all the forts have been connected 
by a circumferential highway, to be known 
ns the Fort Drive, others will be restored, 

In an effort to Ioosen Grant's approaching 
strangle hold on Richmond, Lee dispatched 
Gen. Jubal A. Early in July, 1864, for o raid 
on Washington, Early actually penetrated to 
the outposts of Fort Stevens, 

At first the defending force consisted of 
wounded and convalescent soldiers and Gov- 
emment clerks, General Halleck remarking 
that he had five times as mony generals as 
he needed but was short on privates. 

But in the nick of time, Maj. Gen, Horatio 
G. Wright arrived with the Sixth Army Corps 
from Grant's main force, and in frant of Fort 
Stevens completely repulsed the poorly. sup- 
plied Confederates, exhausted from their long 
forced marches in torrid weather. 

While watching the battle, Lincoln was 
Under fire several times, his tall figure offering 
4 shining mark, General Wricht, upon visit- 
ing the spot many years later, said that he 
peremptorily ordered the President to get 
chert. 

“Lam responsible for your personal safety, 
-»T order you to come down,” General 
Writht said. “Mr, Lincoln looked at me, 
smiled, and then, more in consideration of mv 
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George W. Riggs, whose banking firm became 
the Riess National Bank. 

The purchase was made with a $100,000 
drift made out to. General Scott, tribute 
money levied on the City of Mexico, and he 
endorsed it to the “credit of the army asylum,” 
26 that lt should not be wed for anyt hinge else. 

For nearly a hundred years Congress has 

riated nothing directly to operate the 
Sidiers’ Home, which is for enlisted men of 
the Regular Army only.

Lincoln's Pew Number 9] 

No one should fail to visit pew 91 in the 
New York Avenue Presbyterian, Church. The 
best time is at dusk in the late afternoon, 
Lincoin oocupted this pew trom March, 1861, 
until his death, and paid $30 4 year rent. 
(other Presidents have worshiped in the <ame 
church, but it ts the Lincoln connection which 
makes it truly historic. 

The pew was and is so narrow that Linooln 
had to sit pt the end somewhat sidewise, with 
his Tong legs partly out in the aisle, Despite 
this handicap, he permitted strangers to sit 
with him, and gs one would timidly approach 
he would shoot out a long arm, saying, “Come 
in here, brother, there's plenty of room.” 

Tt is curiows how many permanent residents 
of Wachington, 9s well a9 visitors, have never 
heen inside Ford's Theater, on 10th Street, 
where Lincoln was shot, or in the Petersen 
House across the street, where he died a few 
hours liter. 

Vet both buildings are in the heart of the 
shopping district aml are operated by the 
National Park Service for the public. 

The visitor to Ford's Theater must not 
expect to fund It as it was-on April 14, 1865, 
Seized that night by the Army, it was never 
used as a theater again, ‘The Government 
bought tt, took out singe, boxes, and seats, 
and made it into a three-story building for 
War Department offices, [tis now » museum 
of Lincoln relics. 

“ City of Memorials 

Across the street, the exterior of the Peter- 
an Howse is relatively unchanged, Inside, it 
has been made to look as similar as possible 
to the popular rooming house for Union 4ol- 
diers that it was during the Civil War, 

Washington is naturally a city of memorials. 
In fact, the city wits so planned that the Wash- 
ington “Monument, later the Lincoln Memo- 
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rial, und still later the Jefferson Memorial 
have fitted harmoniously into the coordinite 
axes of the central plan (Plates VI and XV). 

The Washington Monument is known to 
every achnalboy (page 759). The sheer 
height of its shaft and its ever-changing 
beauty, under varying atmospheric capeiteans 
and from different angles, are a delight to 
permanent residents and visiturs alike, 

As for the Lincoln Memorial, no article 
about places. in the Capital associated with 
the Nation’s great can reach a fitting Clow 
without reference to lt, even though all three 
memorials are equally symbolic of great men 
and of the noblest aspirations of the American 


ee visitors think that Lincoln is buried 
in the Memorial, but his resting place is in 
Springfield, Illinois. 

The Memorial is more of a temple than 
anvthing else: men take off their hats: even 
noisy chilttren are stilled. 

During Robert Todd Lincotn’s residence in 
Georgetown be visited the Memorial. several 
times a week. 

Incidentally, the papers of the Great Eman- 
clpator, which his son gave to the Library of 
Congress, will be released to public inspection 
on July 26 af this year, 

The proportions of the Lincoln Memorial 
are so fine that its ereat mass, height, length. 
amd breadth are suppressed in its unity, 


Lincoln Memorial = Thing Apart 


Light shines through the marble panels 
which constitute the ceilmge. To make these 
panels more translucent, they were soaked in 
a melted waxy substance befure they were 
put into place, 

The Memorial was set apart from all other 
buildings so that its. beauty and sublimity 
could have undisputed sway over a large area: 

As one climbs the long series of slepe and 
approwhes the statue-of Lincoln, not only do 
his brooding eyes drive away thoughts of the 
outer world, hut ont seems to feel the very 
essenor Of his upright charactér, steeped in 
tolerance and in the belief that all men should 
be free, 

As the late Marietta Minnigerode An- 
drews, a well-known artist, once said of the 
Memorial: 

“ [Tt is] so appropriate, as an act of undying 
reverence, because its beauty is its all, devoid 
of utilitarian purpose as was the box of pre- 
cious ointment poured cut upon the Saviour’s 
feet,” *

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The Washington National Monument Society 


By CHARLES WARREN 


HERE is in the City of Washington an 

organization formed 114 years ago, in 

18335, of whose existence most citizens 
tre unaware, but which is still actively func- 
tiuning—the Washington National Monu- 
ment Society. 

It has, however, a unique rig toad 
By provision of its charter granted by Con- 
gress in 1859, it has only 18 members “but 53 
officets—the latter being a president (the 
President of the United States ex officits), 45 
vice presidents (the Governors of the States 
ex officio), two active vice presidents, 4 secre- 
tary, and a treasurer. 

No national monument to the memory of 
George Washington was completed in the 
Capital City until about §5 years after his 
death on December 14, 1799, 

Nine days later, John. Marshall of Virginia, 
in the House of Representatives, supported a 
joint resolution “that a marble monument be 
erected by the United Stutes in the Capital at 
the City of Washington,” aod that his body 
be deposited under it, The resolution was 
unanimously sdepted, 

On January 1, 1801, the House passed a bill 
for a marble mansoleum with a base 100 feet 
equare. In the Senate, the bill was postponed. 

In 1816, 1824, and 1830, House bills fa- 
yoring the ‘trection of a marble monument or 
mausoleum again failed to pass, many Con- 
gressimen.tuking the view expressed by Erastus 
Root of New York in 18!0—that it was pref- 
érable that “Washington’s name live in his- 
tory [rather] than in marhle." 

Join Forsyth of Georgia later sald it was 
unnecessary: “When foreigners inquire of 
us, ‘Where is his monument?" our answer is 
‘In our hearts, our deep, all-pervading, over- 
whelming gratitude to the great benefactor of 
our country’ "’ George Cary of Georgia said: 
“te need 0o monuments, ... He has a mon- 
ument in the heart of every. American... 
and let it be our peculiar pride to enshrine 

An Appesl to the Nation 


From year to year the project unforto- 
nately became invelved in politics until, in 
1832, when it was proposed to celebrate the 
centenary of Washington's birth, the division 
between the Democrats and the Whigs had 
become so bitterly partisan that Congress 
fniled to ask President Jackson to attend the 
exercises at the Capitol, and the municipal 
celebrations were almost entirely Whig affairs, 

Possibly because of this heated political 


situation and the repeated failure by Congress 
to provide for a monument, citizens of Wash- 
ington determined not to wait any longer or 
to rely on Congressional appropriation, but to 
appeal to individuals throughout the Nation. 

Accordingly, a ‘Society was formed, Sep- 
tember 26, 1833, at the City Hall for the 
purpose of erecting “a great National Monu- 
ment to the memory of Washington at the seat 
of the Federal Government,” and to obtain 
contributions for this purpose, Tt chose Chief 
Justice Marshall as its first president, and 
George Watterston (former Librarian of Con- 
press) us its secretary. | 

Marshall on his death was succeeded as 
president of the Society in 1855 by former 
President J ames Madison, with Judge William 
Cranch as first vice president, Widespread 
appeals for funds were circulated, An archi- 
tect for the Monument was chosen—Robert 
Mills *—-who had designed the first monu- 
ment of importance raised to George Wash- 
ington (that in Baltimore in 1815-1829). 

Appeals Kept Issue Alive 

At first, individual contributions were lim- 
ited to. one dollar, but this limitation was soon 
ahandoned, Though the Society had no great 
success in raising money (its funds being only 
$87,000 in 1847), ite constant appeals to the 
Nation and its memorials to Congress, and the 
indefatigable efforts of its secretary, George 
Watterston, kept the subject constantly be- 
fore the people, 

The eloquent nature of these appeals “to 
the American people” may be seen in the 
following extracts from that which sppeared 
in 1546: 

“The object was to erect a monument at the 
seat of Government which should by its colos- 
sal magnitude and imposing grandeur exhibit 
to the remotest age the gratitude of a nation 
of free men to the man whose excellent good 
sense and virtues had so pre-eminently con- 
tributed to their happiness, , . . The hope is 
still indulged that the American people, influ- 
enced by the ardent memory of the great 
founder pf their liberties, will not fail to con- 
tribute to the erection of a structure that shall 
be commensurate with their pratitude and 

*A monument to Mills was erected in the Con- 
premianal Cemetery, May 30, 1936, by the Architects 
of Washington, | this inscription: “Robert 
Mills, E781-1835, First .Federul Architect, whose in- 
fence molded out Architecture, and whos genius 
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veneration and worthy of him in whoge honor 
it is to be reared. . ..

“The pilurim to Mount Vernon... is often 
shocked when ‘he looks upon the humble sepul- 
cher which contains his dust, and iments that 
ne monument has yet reared its lofty head to 
mark a natioti's gratitude. . , Posthumous 
honors bestowed by a grateful nation on its 
distinguished citizens serve the further purpose 
of stimulating those who sirvive. them to sim- 
ilar acts of greatness ond of virtue, . . The 
character of Washington is identified with the 
plory and greatness of his country. It belangs 
to history, into which it has infused a moral 
grandeur and beauty. Tt presente a verdant 
qusiz on the dreary waste of the world, on 
which the mind Inves to repose and the patriot 
and philosopher delight to dwell. 

“Such a being but seldom appears to. us 
trate and give splendor to the annals of man- 
kind, and the country which wave him birth 
should: take a pride in bestowing posthumous 
honors on his name, 
nome or fame of the dlustrious Washingion to 
Tutune ages that a monument should be erected 
to his memory, but to chow that the people 
of this Republic at least are not ungrateful. 
and that they desire to manifest their love of 
eminent public ane private virtues by some 
enduring memorial which, like the Pyramids 
of Egypt, shall fatigue time by its duration.” 

President Polk Signed Memorial 

This memorial was signed by James K, 
Polk o5 president ex officio, William Brent, 
as first vice president, the Mayor of Wash- 
ington as third viee president, Geore Watter- 
Sion 85 secretary, amd 13 members of the 
Board of Managers (including Mai. Gen. 
Winfield Scott). 

On January 31, 1848, Congress passed a res- 
olution authorizing the Society “to erect a 
Monument to the metiory of George Wash- 
ington upon sich portion of the public grounds 
or reservations within the City of Washington, 
not otherwise occupied, as shall be selected by 
the President of the United States and the 
Board of Managers of said Society." 

A deed of the present site was executed to 
the Society on April 127, 1848, The site so 
granted was the very one selected by Wash- 
ington himself os the appropriate spot for “A 
Monument to the American Revolution,” 
which was proposed in 1795, [t is also the 
same site which was marked on Majer L’En- 
iant's map for the equestrian statue of Gen- 
etal Washington ordered by the Continental 
(Congress, August 9, 1783. 

On July 4, 1848, the cornerstone of the 
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Monument was Inid in the presence of Tres- 
ident Polk-and a large crowd of diplomats and 
delecations from all parts: of the Union, 

The orator of the day was Robert C, Win- 
throp of Massachuselts, then Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, He said: 

“The President of the United States is here 
and feels, Lam persuaded, that the official dis- 
tinction which be lends to the scene has no 
higher personal charm, if any higher public 
dignity, than that which it derives from its 
association with his earliest and most illus 
trious predecessor, “I hold the place which 
Washington held,’ must be « reflection ca- 
pable of sustaining a Chief Magistrate under 
any and every weight of responsibility and 
care, ond of elevating him to the pursuit of the 
purest und loftiest ends.” 

A striking description which Winthrop gave 
at the outset of the then world. conditiens 
(apposite today) follows: “The mighty move- 
ments which have recently taken place on the 
Continent of Europe where eventa which would 
have given character to an pee have beer 
crowded within the changes of a moon. ... 
The influence of the New World upon the Old 
is the great moral of the events of the day. 
. +. New modes of communication, regular 
and more rapid interchunges of communira- 
tion and opinion... . more frequent compari- 
cons Of principles, of institutions, and of cun- 
ditions, have at length brought the political 
systems of the two continents into conflict, 
and prostrate thrones amd reeling empires this 
day bear witness to the shock. .. . It is tow 
early as yet for anyone to pronounce upon the 
precise consequences of the encounter.” 

Alter giving an eloquent depiction of Wash- 
ington’s career, he exhorted his listeners to 
“held up afresh to the. admirition and. imi- 
tation of mankind the character and example 
of George Washineton.” 

“See that Every Stone Is Well Squared” 

The architect of the Monument, Robert 
Mills, followed with this injunction: “Look 
well to the erection of this National Mon 
ment. See that every stone is well squared, 
and that it is placed in its position both level 
and plumb, that the noble offering of a nation 
to commemorate greatness, patriotism, ani! 
virtue may stand until the end of time,” 

No one of Washington's Cabinet or generals 
or other contemporaries of prominence was 
present. The aged widows of two of his as- 
sociites, however, attended—Mrs, Alexander 
Hamilton; aged 9, and Mra. James (“Dolly") 
Maison, aged 80, His step-grandson, 
Geore Washington Parke Custis, 18 years 
old at Washington's death, also attended. 
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The marble obelisk haa been colled the “most beautiful single object in the world" (Flotes ID and XV). 
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In £854 the Society continued its appeals 
to Congress; and in 1854-455 a Mouse commit- 
tee Tecommented an approprintion of $200)- 
O00. Sothing came of this. By on Act of 
Congress approved on February 26, 1854, the 
sOchety Wis Incorporate Lis Congress an pe 
tition of its Board of Manugers—ten, W in- 
held Seatt, Walter Jones, W. W. Corcoran, 
John Carroll Brent, ani others, 

President Buchanan presicen at the meeting 
af the new Board, at the City Hall, March 
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As the Civil War intervenéd, aod work had 
ceased on the Monument, a new appeal “to the 
People ond their Representatives” was made 


on February 22, D871. Tt was signed by Pres- 
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ident Grant, president ex officio: by Henry D. 
Cooke, Governor of the Dastrict of Coloma, 
as first vice president; by Gen, Witham T. 
Sherman a5 second vice president; by W. W. 
Corcoran as third vice president: and by John 
Carroll Brent as secretary; ane] if contained 
an interesting history of the Society and of 
the Alonuiment and is Site. 


Condress Takes Over Monument 


Hy Act of August 2, 1576, Congress pro- 
vitled for taking title from the Society, pro- 
vided for a Board of Commissioners (of which 
the first vice president of the Society should 
bt a member) for the completion of the Monu- 
meot under the direction and supervision af 
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the President of the United States, and for 
appropriating money for such completion. 

The Act provided further: “Nothing herein 
shall be so comstrued as to probibit said So- 
clety from continuing its organization for the 
purpose of soliciting and collecting money and 
material from the States, associations, and the 
people in aid of the completion of the Monu- 
ment and acting in an advisory anil Goopera- 
live capacity with the Commission until the 
completion and dedication of the same.” 

By Act of Oetober 2, 1888, it was provided 
that “the Washington National Monument 
Society is hereafter continued with the same 
powers as provided in the Act of August 2, 
1876,’ 

“Venerable Citizens” Attend Dedication 

After the capstone had been set on Decermn- 
ber 6, 1584, the Monument, nearly 37 years 
after the laying of its cornerstone, was dedi- 
cated on February 21, 1885, and accepted by 
President Arthur at its site, in the presence of 
officials, civil, judicial, military, diplomatic, 
municipal, and Masonic, and (as the official 
report «quainthy states)’ “jurists, scientists, 
journalists, venerable citizens representative 
of former genérations.”’ 

There was an address from the aged W. W. 
Corcoran and by Col, Thomas Lincoln Casey, 
the engineer who completed the construction, 
Subsequent exercises at the Capital consisted 
of an oration written hy Robert C, Winthrap 
which he had expected to deliver in person, in 
spite of his nearly 76 years of age, but which, 
owing to iiness, was read by John D. Lang of 
Massachusetts. An oration was also given by 
John W. Daniel of Virginia. 

Winthrop’s address was long and eloquent, 
though not equaling that delivered by him 
37 years before, He quoted effectively the 
opinions of Washington expressed by certain 
of his contemporaries and by Lord Byron in 
a well-known poem. He recalled Jefferson's 
words shortly before his death, when, looking 
out from Monticello, {ve said; “Washington's 
fame will go on increasing wnlil the brightest 
constellation i In yonder heavens is called by his 
nume,"” 
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Winthrop conctoded by saymg that though 
the Monument itself might become subject to 
vicissitudes of time, “the character which it 
commemorates and illustrates is secure. It 
will remain unchanged and unchangeable in all 
lt... splendor and will more and more 
command the homage of succeeding ages in 
all regions of the earth. God be praise, that 
character is ours forever.” 

In 1926 the American. Institute of Archi- 
tects heard the late James Monroe Hewlett, 
distinguished] architect and mural painter, de- 
scribe the Monument itself in these notable 
words of artistic appreciation: 

There is wrbedesaes ae a construction de 
simned by engineers. wind piles ap masses: 
of sculptural clouds behind it. The rising 
Sin paints it silver and the setting sun paints 
it gold, and it , T yenture-to think, the most 
beautiful single object in the world today. " 

Abraham Lincoln's. Tribute 
A striking supplement to these tributes 
should be known to all Americans—the-speech 
made by Abraham Lincoln at Springfield, 
Tinos, more than ene hundred years ago, 
February 22, 1842, on the 110th anniversary 
of Washington's birth:

TAVE you ever dreamed you were hang- 
ing on the edge of a precipice, with 
an Unseen force compelling you to fall 


into the depths below? : 
My wife and 1 were both in that predica- 
nent last summer—only it wasn't a dream: 
Neither of us had ever before climbed any- 
thing more hazardous than an apple tree; yet 
there we were in the Valley of the Ten leaks, 
clinging to the perpendicular side of a real 
Canadian “Rocky” by our fingers and toes. 
Tt was fifty feet to the meurest stop, straight 
down, and the loose limestone woul come 
away in our hands like ripe berries just when 
we thought we hada firm hold. The sparkling 
bhiegreen beauty of Moraine Lake far below 
bectme a thatter of indifference in our sudden 
nrecccupation with the geology of the region. 
We had been misled into believing we were 
to have-an easy climb and that our complete 
ionorance of alpine techniqae would be no 
handicap, Later we accepted the merited 
rebuke of old-timers for not having been 
roped together, and smiled knowingly to each 
ether as we thought of the descent cown a rock 
élide during which a certain part of one pair 
af dungarees had been worn somewhat thin, 


A Car, » Camera, and Time Off 


Twa out of the millions of Americans who 
ance more were free to roum at will thronzh 
this land of many wonders, we were especially 
fortunate in having a mew car, a secondhand 
movie camera, and several weeks of accumt- 
lated leave. 

Qur choice of the Canadian Rockie= was in- 
fluenced by my father, who had given me, as 
a hoy, vivid impressions of a magical mountam 
fairyland in which lived special kinds of people 
Indians; wranglers, Swiss guides, camp 
cooks, and “Trail Riders.” 7 

Very early one morning in July we stole out 
of our Washington apartment in the dark, 
climbed inte our car, which was stuffed with 
duffel bags and cameras, and pointer! it west. 
Nine States and five sunrises later, two tired 
but happy people unhooked the gate of Bill 
Oliver's Diamond L Ranch, in the foothills of 
the Rockies 25 miles southwest of Calgary, 
Alberta. | 

Hill anid his chorming wife, “Midge,” were 
realy with a warm western welcome. We were 


usigned to the tastefully decorated raom of 


their eldest daughter, Joan, who was hostess- 
ing at the Columbia Icefield Chalet for the 
summer. The comfortable ranch-house living

room hada large picture window facing west 
to the mountains, which beckoned to us with 
blue and white fingers. 


The Calgary Stampede 


The mountains would have to wait a while, 
however, fur the Caleary Stampede was al- 
ready in full swing, and only three divs re- 
mined for movie making. 

Wandering around the exhibition grounds 
warly next morming, Inspecting the Indian vil- 
lage and absorbing the “atmosphere,” we two 
easterners, in borrowed broad-brimmed hats, 
were in a different world. 

Taking up prepared positions at the easter 
end of the arena, we withstood a cavalry charge 
af fifty yelling cowboys, who suddenly turned 
about and rode at full gallop into a herd of 
wikl cows, There was a mad melee of men 
and animals, lassos und dust, in which here 
and there we could discern a cowboy holding 
orimly te a roped cow while his partner 
milked her—into a bottle, 

We quickly learned that, contrary to im- 
pressions gained from newsreels, most riders 
manage to stay on their bucking horses and 
steers for the required ten seconds, “There is 
more of thrill to seeing a broneo ridden 
than seeing the rider thrown. 

The special event at Calgary is the chuck- 
wigan race (papes 750-1). On the second eve- 
ning of our visit [ found myself on the roof 
of the grandstand with a newsreel camern- 
man while (he contestants were taking up their 
positions in the arena, 

The sun is Jow and long shachows add drama 
to the scene. Four outfits, each made up of a 
covered wagon drawn by a four-horse team, 
driver, and four mounted men, line up. 

Suddenly the arena master spurs his pinto 
pony and dashes up the line of vehicles, waving 
his arm 25-0 horn Signals the start. As one the 
wagons begin to roll, each weaving a figure 
eizht around two barrels placed to equalize 
the distance traveled. 

The outriders heave a stove into each wagon 
fa it moves along, struggling to secure the load 
and then leaping into the saddie, There isn't 
2 man in the crowd whe isn’t on his feet yell- 
ing as the outhts careen onto the track. 

The first three wagons are scarcely inches. 
apart, and the fourth is hard behind. A col- 
lision seems inevitable, but the drivers maneu- 
ver the clumsy vehicles with nerve and skill. 

Az they round the first curwe, the advantage 
of the inside lane becomes apparent, and the 
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retl-shirt outfit gains » few feet. Down the 
back stretch the dust fies, shirts billow, manes 
and tails stream out behind, but the positions 
remain the sume. 

Outriders are closing the initial distance 
last while mounting and follow their wagons 
aroind the bend, Here they come down the 
stretch, sunlight and dust cloaking them in 
an eerie halo as they strain toward the line, 
And over they go in a bunch, red shirts still 
i the lead by inches, 

“Whew! I've had enough excitement for 
one day,” said my photographer friend. “We'll 
probably be counting falling cowboys to lull 
ourselves to sleep tonight.” 

A few restful days at the hospitable Dia- 
mond L soon skewed us down to normal, and 
we were ready to start for the mountains, 


We Start for the Mountains 

We had as companion and guide Cane 
Tully Montgomery, who hitched a ride with 
us to our next destination, Banff, where he is 
rector af the Anglican Church, — 

From: Calgary we oascendéd gradually 
through the foothills, following the winding 
course of the How River through lush wheat 
und pasture lands, passing from plains to 
mountains through the Gap, 

At Canmore we saw a Stoney Indian water- 
my Fis horse Ina stream, unconscious of the 
beauty of the Three Sisters towering benevo- 
lently behind him. 

“He, too, is on bis way to Banff," said 
Padre. “He'll take part in the Indian Days 
ctlebration, which starts tomorrow,” 

We drove up the ever-narrowing Bow Valley, 
the Fairholme Mountains on our right and 
Mount Rundle on the left, dark against the 
ufternoon sun, Each bend jin the road re 
vealed more Indions. They were traveling in 
jalopies, buckhourds, wagons, and on horse- 
baick—braves, a rie ined pApocses—aober 
OW expression and dress. 

A sharp turn in the road brought us. toa 
wide meadow behind a symmetrical fence of 
trees, and there, clase alone the base of the 
huge ray, ineved mass of Cascade Mountain, 
was a thin sawtooth line of painted tepees, the 
Indian encampment (page 749), 

It was easy to see this place as it had been 
a mere hundred years before. Not until 1841 
did white man’s eyes first bebold it. In that 
vear, within two months of each other, Meth- 
odist missionary Robert T. Rundle, for whom 
the mountain was named, and Sir George 
Simpson, Governor of the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany, passed this way, 

In less than 30 years-came the railroad and 
then the motorcar to Banif, situated like a hub 
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where three valleys join the Bow. As head- 
quarters of the National Purk of the same 
mime, Banif is king of a mountain realm, 

Throughout our visit the surrounding gray- 
topped mountains, forest-clad below, kept us 
breathless, both from admiration and from 
climbing: their steep trails, 

In the car we covered every inch of motor 
road for a quick impression of what other 
visitors were doing. Some, without leaving 
their cars, cautiously viewed the buffalnes in 
the animal paddock northeast of town. Others 


parboded themselves In water perfumed with 


peranen sulphide at the Upper Hot Springs 
on Sulphur Mountain, 

Buses brought tourists to watch the hears 
forage in the town garbage dump. Picnic 
parties were feasting their eves as well as their 
mouths on the shores of Lake Minnewanka 
(Plate XIV). Those with cars took the dizzy 
xigzay route op Stoney Squaw Mountain for 
hird'stye snapshots of the town and the deep 
Sprav River Valley. 

At the northern end of Tunnel Mountain 
hundreds of tents and trailers stood in neat, 
clozely packed rows in the public campground. 
Postwar travelers swarmed in hotel. lobbies, 
Groups were reveling in the famous “Million 
Dollar View" eastward down the Baw toward 
Mounts Girounrd and Inglismaldie, <A. for- 
tunate few were riding horseback along ver- 
dant trails, while others sampled Nature's 


abundant favors ofiat, 


Indian Deve at Bonif 

Mingling with the crowd on the Bow River 
bridge, we were prodded with tripods and 
jabbed with camera cases as each visitor 
sought to record the dazzling display of bead- 
work and feathers provided by Indians of the 
Stoney tribe, lined up to compete for prixes for 
the best Indian costumes (Plate XV}. 

As Notmin Luxten, director of Banff'< In- 
dian Days, explained to me later: “Tt gives 
the Indians a holiday and pleases the visitors. 
The «ld people, who never have a chance to 
go Places, receive my first consideration, and 
only rarely have T had to send a thoughtless 
son hack to the reservation for his aged mother 
or father.” | 

“How long have they been holding these 


celebrations?” T asked, 


“Fifty-six years,” he replied, “T remember 
when they simply ran horse races up and down 
the main street. Indians love a contest: so 
we make competition the keynote, and there 
ure prizes for everything, Afternoons are de- 
voted to races and brome riding; evenings to 
song and dance contests, Come and see em.”

Outside the warden’s Jodee at the bie of 
Wout Eisenhower we Were greeted by the 
wirden, LIVsses Loa Casse, who in 1924 was 
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direction, roughly paralleling jhe provincial 
boundary, which is the Continental Divide, 
until it enters Jasper National Mark. 

As one approiches Lake Louise station 
and branches off the Trans-Canada Highway, 
many of the mountains to the left, unlike 
these uround Banff, are capped with glactal 
ice. A white signpost by the roadside, with 
arms pointing upward in all directions, names 
the peaks—Temple, Hector, Tilot, St. Firan, 
Fairview, and others (page 779), 

T wanted expecially to see Mount Ternple, 
‘because my father at the age of 53 had climbed 
it in 1923 to qualify for membership in the 
Alpine Club of Canada. Tt towered obove 
the other mountains, stately in the afternoon 
sun, with @ erent dome of ice wpon ils summit, 

The Banff-Jasper Highway does not pass 
directly by Lake Lovise, and we decided 
tn explore that area on the retum journey. 
At the moment we were intent on traveling to 
Jasper over the new l46-mile section opened 
in 1940. We had been told that new scenic 
wonders would untold at every mile, and we 
were not disappoieted. 

An Array of Natural Wonders 

For sheer, wild, solitary beauty this region 
can have few equals on this continent. There 
must be enough wilderness loveliness in the 
6.783 squire miles.of Banff and Jasper Na- 
ional Parks to last a lifetime of vacations 
for all the Nature lovers of North America. 

The abundance of natural wonders we saw 
as we drwe slowly northward was lavish, 
Solitary Mount Hector towered like a great 
sentinel, a white cloak of a glacier hanging 
from its shoulder, Crowfoot Glacier clutched 
i mountainside like a gigantic ghostly claw. 
Jade-green Bow Lake lay just beyond, ghicier- 
nimmed and tranquil, with carefree horses 
grazing along the shore (Plate X}. 

Lofty Mount Chephren stood like a somber 
pyramid at the end of an avenue of stately 
pines in the Mistava River Valley. Through 
4 bare, gray, rocky cunyon the milky North 
Saskatchewan River started on its long 
journey to Lake Winnipeg; Mount Amery 
resembled an immense slice af chocolate cake 
with thick white frosting. 

As we wound down into Jasper Park through 
Sunwapla Pass, we caught.our first glimpse of 
i dark, bleak, irregular rampart holding back 
a sea of ice threatening to engulf it. We had 
reached the Columbia lcefielr. 

Through the big wincows of the chalet we 
gazed at the Athabaska Glacier, a giant tongue 
of ice in the gap between Mount Athabaska 
on the left and the Snow Dome and Mount 
Kitchener on the right (page 752), 
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“How: far de you think it is te the top. of 
the glacier?" asked Joan Oliver, who had been 
wailing to greet is upon our arrival. 

In the clear evening atmosphere, with noth- 
ing to compare for scale, it looked about half 
a.tnile, but 1 gucesedd a mile to be safe. 

“You'd find it along seven miles if you had 
to walk it,” Joun replied, “The Saskatchewan 
Glacier farther sewth is even bigver, You can 
see it if you climb Parker Ridge.” 

Through the cooperation of the boss, ' fas- 
per” Jack Brewster, Joan antl her friend Lor- 
raine Andrew were able to join us at 6 next 
morning for a scramble up the Purker Ridge 
of Mount Athihaska (Plate VIIT). Driving 
hack the way we had come for about five 
miles, we left the car just off the narrow rou. 

With knapsacks: full of grub, and cameras, 
we struck off across a grassy meadow, through 
a belt of evergreens, and up the steep slope. 
Above timberline we clambered over lice rock 
which shorth gave wav to dry brown turf 
curving above os in undulating stretches. 

In shaded depressions we climbed steep 
hanks of ‘hord-packed snow, kicking our toes 
into. it to pain safe footholda, Pavysing for 
pictures delayed uso little, but we reached 
the top of the ndge in about 90 minutes. 

Below us in a deep canyon on the other side 
of the ridge lay the white ribbon of the Sus- 
katchewan Glacier, stretching off into the dis- 
tunce to merge with the great expanse of the 
Columbia Icefield (Plate TX). 

Bevond the lower ridges of Mount Sas 
katchewan, from which a smaller glacier 
flowed into the main frozen river, could be 
discerned the forbidding mass of Mount Bryce, 
its summit enveloped in clouds. To the rivht 
and closer, the smooth, rounded shape of its 
icecovered lower slopes simulated! by the 
Heecy clouds that hid its penk, was Mount 
Castlezuard, 

“The Jack Pot"—Rocky Mountain Goats! 

We were about to start the return climb 
when an exclamation from Joan called cur 
attention to a group of small white dots on 
a green slope far below. 

Quickly pulling my field glasses from my 
knapsack, I could hardly believe what | saw. 
“One, two, three, four,” I counted aloud. 
“Eighteen, nineteen, twenty . . . twenty-four 
of them! Rocky Mountain goats! Thev're 
upwind and haven't seen us," [ whispered. 
handing the glasses to the others, 

What a break! It would have been verry 
fortunate to get close to one or two of these 
wary creatures, but we'd hit the fack pot. 

Asking the girls to keep still, 1 <lithered 
slowly down, hiding behind projecting. rocks. 


Canada’s Rocky Mountain, Playground 
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On the Ridgepole of the Rockies 


The goats were grazing up the slope directly 
toward me, still unaware of my presence. 

Within 15 minutes they were within easy 
range, ancl T bagged them all—in movies, 
Then, while the girls velled ond waved their 
hats to acare them, [ osed up my remaining 
film as the fock made a dignified retrent, an 
old grandfather in the lead. 

Satisfied with the morning's accomplish- 
ments, we arrived back at the chalet for 
lunch, where we were met by Jock Brewster. 
“There's a party going up on the ice. TP you 
want pictures: vou'll just have time,” he said. 

Ten minttes later 1 wae driving down the 
winding spur read ta the foot of the glacier. 

A party of visitors, newly arrived, were 
mounting their horses, tethered ton larze rock. 
I knew 7 should have to tustle to get up on 
the glacier before the horses, Without stop- 
ping to inquire the best route, ] started off 
al « fret, camera and tripod on shoulder, 
hoping over tivilets of silted glicial water 
flowing from Mount Athabaska on my left. 


Suddenly T found a wite stream blocking. 


my Why, ‘There was no time to lose. A wild 
leays carried me over, but 1 landed in loose 
shale. Down into the icy water went first one 
foot, then the other, Crash went the tripod, 
but 7 saved the cumera at the expense of a 
bloodied hand. My fect were soaked, but I 
now ‘hod « clear way up to the ice, 

Panting hard, T managed to get far enough 
ahead of the line of horses to etible me to 
obtain the pictures | wanted, and I felt well 
rewarded for my efforts. 


Hydrographic Center of North Amerien 


Glancing up oot the Snow Dome, another 
devil’s-food kind of mountain, T recalled that 
it is considered the hydrographic center of the 
Sarth American Continent (page 773). The 
13C-square-mile Columbia lcefield, of which 
its glacker is 4 part, is huge, considering it is 
ohimest 1,000 miles south of the Arctic Circle. 
With its drain Auge lowing toe the Arctic, Atlan- 
tle, and Pacific, it is unique in that nowhere 
else om this continent is there so great o dis- 
persion of water from a single sourte, 

Surprisingly, the Athabuska Glacier is not 
the source of the Athabaska River. Instead. 
it feels the Sunwapta River, Driving along 
the rond which parallels the Intter, we puiuised 
on the wide gravelly flats, brilliant with fire- 
weed, a mile from the glicier’s tip (Plate V1). 

Here we found abandoned movie properties 
and huts used earlier that year in Bing Cros- 
by's new production, “The Emperor Waltz,” 

From there the road winds disaily upward, 
skirting for a short distance the edge of deep 
Sunwapta Canyon, The opposite wall, rising 
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almost sheer several hundred feet higher, 
frowned down menacingly under its blanket 
of ice, grav clouds adding an awesome oold- 
ness to the scene, Far below, the infarit Suti- 
wapih was growing apace from. the myriad 
cascades pouring inte it. 

When, an hour liter, we saw the great 
volume of Sunmwapta Falle, it was easy Lo see 
why so smalla trickle could become @ raging 
torrent within a mere 30 miles (Plate VOT}. 

Augmented by the Sunwapta, the Athaliska 
Falls are even more impressive (page 776). 
The road had been closely following the 
river, which ws it curved around Mount Ker- 
keslin had grown almost 600 feet wide. 

We crossed the highway bridge, parked 
the car, and approached the falls, suided hy 
a rainbow playing hide-and-seck in a cloud 
of mist that mowe up before ws andl, whipped 
by gusts of wind, wet our clothing, Through 
it, as threweh a filmy curtain, appeared o great 
cataract, plunging with a roar inte the very 
earth below our line of vision. : 

A closer view revealed two émall cascades 
flanking the main waterfall as it thundered 
down into a raging, swirling caliron like some 
witeh’s brew, hiiling and churning with cease- 
less motion. And under the bridge the full 
volume of the river, already squeezed into 
harrow compass, was spurting through a dark 
canvorn 80 feet deep ond only a few feet 
wide. 

Reluctant to Itave so exciting a spectacle, 
we continued steadily northward through fra- 
Brant pinewpods, following the swift-flowing 
river, and presently in the fading light we 
entered the little town of Jasper. 

We were up oat daybreak next morning, 
canoeing on the crystalline waters of Beau- 
wert Lake in the grounds of Jnusper Park 
Lodge, We were surreunded by gloriow 
mountains, but to the south of ws one in par- 
ticular commanded attention. 

In the blue distance, its cummit hidden in 
the chouds, the strata of its rocky form aslant, 
a hanging glacier clinging to its slopes, wos 
Mount Edith Cavell, a truly worthy monu- 
ment to bear such a name (Plate IIT). 

It was massive, yet ethereal: lofty, yet not 
forbidding, A spur road leads direr tly to the 
foot of the mountain, and by noon we were 
standing on the terminal moraine of the Angel 
(Glacier, which clings to Its Steep slopes, and 
watching the gray clouds scudding over it 
(Plate V). 

For mote than an hour we waiter! before 
the son peeped through for a brief moment 
te set the ice | kle, To our right, nestling 
inn verdant valle ry, glistened ttle Cavell Lake 
(Plate IV),

Resolving to explore Jaspers scenic marvels 
another tinw, we headed south once more and 
reached Luke Louise late that night. The 
sensation of being in a vast mouwntdin wilder- 
ness was more acute in the dark, as we climbed 
and cropped, weund and turned along the 
narrow twisting read, stopping nocasionally to 
listen to nocturnal noises—coyotes howling, 
water splashing over rocks, pine trees rustling, 
an «wl's hoot, a marmot's whistle. ‘These 
were mot the souk of ctyilization, and they 
induerd a thrill of uneanny solitude, 


(Charm of Lake Louise 


‘The sinertiicent view of Lake Louise, with 
the icy backdrop of Mownt Vietorki, is almost 
as well known as the Washington Monument, 
hut its familiarity in no way detracts from its 
pristine beauty (Mate XV). 

[saw it for the first time at'5 of a chill 
morning as the rising sun was tinting the 
fringes of the mountaintops an exqirisite pink. 
Gradually the light changed as it crept down 
Victoria's icy face until the whole was anbilinate 
with an orange glow, reflected tremulously in 
the surface of the lake, 

Three hours later we were riding horseback 
tlong the high forested trail along the wallev's 
northern border. The lake os we viewed it 
from above was a light opalescent green, like 
the Row River which its waters: feed. 

The whole area within a radius of seven 
miles i crammed with eve-filling vistas. A 
moze of trails leads to every accessible locality, 
whinise Tascinathon is éugeested by their names 

-Paradise Valley, the Lakes in the Clouds, 
Horseshoe Glacier, Mownt Temple, the Bee- 
hive, Sentinel Pass, the Tower of Babel. 

Now we were on our way to the Plain of 
the Six Glaciers, close under Alount Victoria. 
It was like seeing an Alpine painting and then 
being able to ride up into it, Our way zig- 
zaczed upwards 1,200 feet to Lake Agnes, 
where there is a semitame chipmunk that 
deserves an “Oscar” for his performance in 
my movie, Then a long, gradual descent 
through tall, straight pines broweht ws to the 


bare boulder-strewn surface of Victoria Glacier. 


From the warmth of the trees we were 
suddenly in a coll land of forbidding peaks 
an! glaciers. Across the valley Lefroy Gincier 
lel like a white caarpt to the Mitre, slanting 
alone of the end of » great corridor formed 
iy Mount Aberdeen and Mount Lefroy. 

Directly in front of us lowmed the great 
wall of Mount Victoria. A crown of ice and 
snow covered it from end to end, and at 
intervals chunks as big as an office building 
went plunging down its dark, precipitous face 
with a noise like a battleship's salve, 
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The shoulder of Mount Lefroy futted in 
front of iat our left, and between the two 
fianl mouniains was & narrow passage which 
led te Abbot Pass. Through it, at 3 in 
the mormung to avoid falling ice, Swiss. suides 
take their parties on the overnight journey 
from Lake Lonise to Lake (Hara, crossine the 


‘Continental Divide from Alberta into British 


Columbia, from Banff to Yoho National Park. 

Having much heavy camera equipment, we 
preferred to cross the Great Divide by autome- 
bile throuwh Kicking Horse Pass, We packed 
in from Wapta Lake through the deep forest 
rail following Cataract Brook. 

Picture o small oblong lake less than ball a 
mile in diameter, with water of deepest preen, 
its shetes completely clothed with a narrow 
belt of evergreens, and a grent mountain wall 
close in all arqund. “his was the scene that 
creeted ws as we broke through the trees after 
an eight-mile ride. 

At the far end oa cliff rose abruptly, ond 
over it splashed the munv-fingeral cascade of 
Seven Sisters Falls. Behind it, like a sheer 
ramypuart, Mount Lefroy, ‘its graceful glucier 
dazzling white in the summer sunshine, com- 
pleted the picture. 

Next moming on the Opabin meadows 
above the southeast corner of the Joke, ac- 
companied by Leon, our 19-year-old guide, we 
rove cur stutnbling horses with heads down, 
wind tearing at shckers and sou’ weeters, while 
snow stung our faces antl freezing ‘hands. 
Peéals of thunder reverberated among the rocky 


penks. So capricious is the weather in the 
TaAcuntams | 


‘The warmer air at the lower level of othe 
lake turned the snow to rain, the high pro 
tecting mountains canceled out the wind, andl 
in the gentle drizele we walted while Leon 
mide fast our belongings to a skittish pack- 
horse with a one-min. diamond hitch Two 
hours later our dripping four-horse cavalcade 


klop-klepped slowly along the highway to the 


stable back of Wapta Lodge, 


The Kicking Horse Route 

We trinsferred our things to the var and 
within a few minutes were descending the 
winding road through upper Kicking Horse 
Canyon. The strate name comes from an 
accident that befell Dr, James Hector in 1858. 

Tom Wilson, the guide who dizeovered Lake 
Louise, sed to relate a story about this region, 

He was guiding a party of fifteen men 
through the area. They ran out. of grub and 
separated to hunt, agreeing to rendesvons near 
the provincial border at Kicking Horse Pass.

ALT 4:50 o'clock on a cool spring morning, 


| John Pauli's milk track rumbled 
through the silent main street of New 


Glarus, Wiseensin, Passing the edge of the 
village, it sped om down the State highway 
fora few hundred yards, then turned abruptly 
into a graveled gide road and chugged up a 
sleepy grade. 

From my vatitage point beside Pauli T 
looked out upon a soothing pariorama of rall- 
ing pastureland and shady groves, Here and 
there an enormous dairy barn and silo, with 
a howse and amall outbuildings clustered 
near by, datted the landscape. | 

A few miles from the village, Pauli brought 
his- truck to a halt before a loading plattorm 
glongside the road, 

ae to leave a few empty cans here,’’ he 
aaitl. 

The motor stopped. Only the chirping of 
the birds broke the stillness of the countryside. 

And then, as Pauli began to unlewd his 
empties, I heard from over the nearest hill 
the unmistakable sound of yodeling. 1 lnoked 
inquiringly at my companion, | 

“Just a Switeer warbling for his cows,” Te 
said, “They often do it, You can't hear ‘em 
when the moter running." 


America’s “Litthe Switeerland" 


That waa my introduction to Wisconsin's 
“Litth Switzerland,” Here, in and about New 
Glarus, Swiss coloniste and their descendants 
in the span of a century have timed virgin 
timber and meadews into one of America’s 
richest dairylands, They have used modern 
machines and latest scientific methods, but old 
Swiss customs and traditions survive, 

Today the people of New Glarus are 90 
percent born in Switzerland or of Swiss de- 
scent. Green County, of which New Glarus 
is a part, is 40. percent Swiss, As one min 
Swiss told me, “Here we do everything. the 
Swiss do except talk. Swiss,” 

Green County produces one-fourth of the 
Swiss cheese made in the United States. Fer- 
haps as an afterthought, it also makes from 
anefourth to nearly one-half of the Nation's 
Limburger. And after cheese requirements are 
tuker care of, there are enough cows left in 
the New Glarus countryside alone to supply 
the Pet Wilk ComypHuny condensery in the 
village with some 420,000 pounds of milk 
daily in the flush season.

As Pauli’s trick pushed on from one form 
vard to another, I kept thinking of the tasei- 
nating. history of this Swiss colony in America, 

New Glarus is named after the Canton and 
town of Glarus, in Switzerland, from. whence 
came its pioneer settlers, 

In 1845 hard times befell old Glarus. Food 
WHS scarce, opportunity was limited, the Can- 
ton was overcrowded, So the townspeople, in 
meeting at Schwanden, decided their only hope 
Wis Lo encour: emigration, 

They formed an emigration society, ap- 
nropriated 1,500 gulden to back a colony in 
the United States, and raised more funds for 
the purpose by public subscription. 

Nicholas Duerst, 48 years old, and Fridolin 
Sireiff, 29, were appointed to find a location 
for the colony, On March §, 1845. they satled 
for New Vork. Upon advice of a fellow Swiss, 
they met here, then wandered about \Lisscuri, 
Hinois, and Wisconsin trving to locate ao site. 

After days of fruitless search, Uvey came to 
the brow of a hill in southern Wisconsin and 
saw before them a countryside of rolling hills 
and pleasant valleys. Springs abounded, The 


site was not far from a road that was fre- 


quently traveled then by miners carrying lead 
one to Minernl Moint, 35. miles away. 

Diverst and Streiff liked the region. They 
purchased 1,200 acres in one tract and 50 
acres of woulland two miles cistant, and began 
ti build a cabin. 

In the meantinie, 193 persons of oll ages 
and both sexes enrolled in ald Glarus as mem- 
bers of the sew colony, So pathetically eager 
were they to be on their way to the land of 
promise that they left Switzerland too soon, 
just a month after Duerst and Streiff had 
departed. 

For 30 days they journeyed by way of the 
Rhine to Nieiwediep (Den Helder), In the 
Netherlands, and boarded a ship there bound 
for Baltimere. ‘They reached the Maryland 
port after a stormy 49-day voyage. 


Over the Mountains by Canal 


From Baltimore they “tock the cars’ to 
Columbin, Pennsylvania, and from there rode 
aver the Alleghenies on the old Pennsylvania 
Canal te Pittsburgh.

Then began a struggle for existence. Land 
was apportioned asin Switzerland-—60 lots of 
20 acres euch, 1) cach head of a family, A 
doen pots, pans, and kettles, brought from 
Switzerland, did duty for all. A big rode 
shack wis hastily built and in it dwelt all 
the families until individual huts could be 
erected, The colonists’ salt had wanished: so 
they ate unsalted fish from near-by Little 
Sugar River. Land was broken by hand, for 
they had no plows or oxen. 

The winter of 1845-46 was a nightmare. 
Many of the men went to work in the lead 
mins at Exeter and Mineral Point, Pay was 
SO cents a day. Women walked ta Monroe, 
[8 miles oway, did housework for three or 
four days, then took their pay in Howr or old 
clothes, carried home on their backs. 

The colony finally was able to buy four 
yoke of oxen, which were used by the pioneers 
in tutn te help break up the land for planting 
of wheat. 

Cows Come to New Glarus 

In the nick of time, friends in oli] Glarus 
sent them a check far $1,000. In the spring 
of 1846 some drovers from. Obhlo brought a 
herd of cows to Exeter, The colonists at- 


tendéd the sale. Expert judives of cattle all 
their lives; they bought the best amimals In 
the herd—cone for each family—at 312 each 
using part of the money sent to them from 
Switzerland. 

From 1846 until 1850, progress was heart- 
breakingly slow, Then the Crimean War 
raised the price of wheat, chief crop of New 
Glarus in its carly days, anc prosperity ar- 
rived. Stories of the colony's siccess were 
carried back to Switzerland and additional 
emigrants arrived, many of them well supplied 
with capital. 

The Swiss colonists turtted to making cheese 
when they bought their first cows, and soon 
were selling small wmount= of their homemade 
prodict in Alonroe*® The business proved 
profitable after the close of the Civil War, and 
with the subsequent decline in the price of 
wheat and the rise of dairying in Wisconsin, 
Sew Glarus began to lay the foundations for 
its present-day wealth, 

In November, 1850, value of taxable prop- 
erty in the township was 38,915. ‘Twenty-six 
years later it had jumped to 3523,996.

The more back roads Pauli’s truck traversed 
the better Twos able to understand the sound- 
ness of the century-old decision of Duerst and 
Streit. | saw at close quarters some of Green 
County’s nearly 53,000 milch cows—nearly 
al of them Holsteia-Friesians—quantity pro- 
ducers averaging well over 7,000 pounds of 
milk a year (Plate Vl and page 7¢5). 

In some of the barns womenfolk helped the 
men. In others, bows back from the womed 
services had returned to their form duties. 
But scarcity of help was still so critical that 
some dairy farmers had turned their rich 
pasture land over to Hereford beef catule, be- 
cause these animals do not require so much 
attention as dairy cows. | .

“Eve brought you a farm hand," he said, 
jocularly, 

“TT take him,” the firmer replied, in like 
vein. 

Back on the road, Pauli turned to me in 
his forthright Swiss way. 

“He would have taken vou, too,” he said 
mrnestly, “He'd take anyone, He's des 
perate for help.” 

Holstems Work 7-day Week 

Paull has driven bis milk route for1? years; 
seven dave a week, with only a few dips off 
during that entire period. His “patrons,” 
the dairy farmers, also work seven days a 
week, and the Met Milk Company condensery 
in New Glarus, to which he takes his heavy 
loads of filled cans, opens its doors every 
marin of the year, a 

“Holsteins just clon’t understand about 
OPA, the Wagner Act, the CIO, the AFL, or 
Congress," one Swiss farmer told me. “They 
have to be milked seven days a week, and you 
can't let the milk stand around, either.” 

As our laden truck came hack to the State 
highway on our first trip of the morning, en 
route to the conlensery. we encountered lively 
traffic, Big trucks like ours, small ones, and 
passenger cars with trailers, all were converg- 
ing on the condensery with the morning’s 
milk. 

Wetook our torn in Ine, Ina few moments 
we were at the receiving platform, Pauli 
rolled his cans one by one onto a conveyor, 
and they disappeared through an aperture 
into the building. Hefore his lust can left 
the truck, the first ones were emerging on 
another convevor a few feet distant, ‘They 
were empty and hot to the touch, after huving 
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heen wash! and steamed in an automatic 
Cleaner which even replaced the topes. 

Ray Frederickson, manager of the condens- 
ery, Invited me inside to watch milk being 
evaporated, 

There is a difference between evaporated 
and condense! milk, Evaporated milk is 
natural cow's milk from which about 60 per- 
vent of the water has been removed. Tt con- 
tains no sugar anid is sterillaed in cans, 

Condensed milk is of two types—plain and 
sweetened, The first is perishable, for it is 
concentrated without the addition of suvar and 
sold in unsealed cans, mostly to food manu- 
facturers. “Che sweetened type, the kind house- 
wives buy m grocery stores, is concentrated 
with the addition. of sugar to preserve it; 
therefore, no sterilization is necessary. 

The only way a visitor can see a drop of 
milk after it disappears into the receiving 
vats is by looking through small windows 
in the tunks. The milk never reaches the air 
igain until, in your home, you open a can 
containing it, 

lf you boiled two gallons of milk in an 
apen kettle on your stove until but one gallon 
remained, you would have evaporuted milk 
of about the same composition as you buy in 
cans, But it probably would be scorcheil, 
partly coagulated, and scummy, One secret 
of making good evaporated milk is to evapo- 
rate it quickly at low temperatures, In a 
vacuum, milk evaporates readily at 125° 
Fahrenheit. 

From the recelying vats T could folliw: the 
milk pipe line, first to tanks where it was pre- 
heated to 209° partly to retard bacteria 
wrowth: then te the vacuum tank where it 
WH evaporited:; next to the homogenizer, 
Where the butterfat glolules were broken wp 
inte microscople particles, 

Then the milk flowed to ingenious machines 
to mect the containers, As aach small can 
rolled inte position, the machine forced a pre- 
cise quantity of milk through a small opening 
in the top, and then placed a drop of -solder 
over the aperture tu seal it. 

I watched one of these fast-moving machines 
Ail 160 cans of 14'5-0unce size in exactly one 
minute, Sterilizing, cooling, packing, and 
shipping completed the jol. 

At the height of the season, the New 
Glarus condensery produces enough cans of 
evaporated milk to fill four freight cars every 
24 hws, 

Bossy's Milk Reflects Her Habits 

Bacteriologists check samples of milk from 
each farm's daily output, and analyze tut- 
terints and solids. Prices are based on

Many of the milk trucks on the highways 
around New Glarus are bound for the co- 
operative cheese factories, large ancl small. 
Although the number of individual plants 
has dwindled through the years, production 
cf cheese has increased by leaps and bounds 
as operating plants have erown larger ane 
more modern, Green County in 1945 turned 
cut about 17,000,000 pounds of cheese, More 
than 13,000,000 pounds of this was Swiss 
cheese. 

T visited a modern plant on the outskirts 
of Belleville, adjacent to New Glarus, to see 
Swiss cheese m the making. This factory is 
rie by a group of farmers and operated 

d managed by George Andercag, a Swise- 
bith cheese expert whe came to New Glarus 
on a visit about 20 yeurs ago and Tiked it 
a well he stayed, 

Andereeg’s factory in flush milk season 
mikes 11 wheels of Swiss cheese aday. Each 

Wheel weighs mote than 200 pounds. SHEL 
reach 255 pounds (Mnte VIT), 

| watched milk direct from the farms go 
into huge ketiles, each holding about 33500 
pounds, Then it was heated to a temperature 
of 122° Fahrenheit. The cheese makers adder 
rennet extract, obtained from the stomachs of 
young calves, to coagulate the milk, and alsa 
introduced a bacteria culture into the batch, 
which was then thoroughly stitred and agitated 
mechatically te separate the curds and whey 
(Plate VIL). 


An Accidental Discovery 


Coagulation of milk with rennet extract is 
an age-old process, probably discovered by 
accident. Skins and stomachs of animals have 
been used aa containers for centuries, Legend 
tells that some anchent herdsman potioed that 
milk coavulated when it was carried ina bay 
made from a calf’s stemach, | 

When a batch in one kettle was completely 
separated, the cheese makers gathered the 
curds in a big cheesecloth ond moved it by 
chains along a conveyor to o pressing table 
(Plate VIED), There they put the bag. of 
curds inte o found wooden form, or wheel, “ne 
pressed out the water and whey remaining im 
the mixture. Cloths were changed! repeatedly 


milk six months of the year. 
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during this drying process, and within ao few 
hours the wheel had taken form sufficiently 
to be handled. Bot mitsing at this point 
were both rind and holes, | 

Next the men carefully slipped! the big 
wheel into a vat of brine so concentrated that 
the heavy cheese foated upon it Every day 
for three days they inspected it there, wash- 
ing it theroughly in the brine until the rind 
lormed (page 799). 

Anderesg next took me into a big mom 
where two or three dowen wheels which had 
completed their brine bath had been stored 
for several days in a temperature of fram 
65° tw 70". Here the bacteria culture was 
at work, acting much like yeast in bread 
dough and forming, by natural fermentation, 
the holes, or eves, for which Swiss cheese i 
famous (page 797). ‘The culture also helps to 
give Swiss cheese its pleusing hazelnut flavor, 
 Dwring fermentation the big wheel begins 
to bulge. 11 must be removed to a cold stor- 
ave room at the proper time or it would burst. 
Cold urrests fermentation. In cold storage 
the cheese ages for a minimum of 60 davs, 
preferably longer, and then goes to market. 

Cream is an important by-product of a 
cheese factory. After the curds are removed 
from the kettles, the resicue ts passed through 
a separator and the cream thus obtained is 
sold to near-by creameries. 

“Now you have seen a modern factory,” 
Anderege told me, “How would you like to 
ev an old-fashioned ome?" 

We walked toward his car to be greeted en 
route by a bounding Doberman pinscher,

Whet the cheese takes form it is removed 
from: the molds, salted by hand, and put in 
the curing room to ripen for a minimum af 
60 davs, In the curing priors it develops a 
wast number of small eves, 

Housewives Protested Lirmburger 

New Glarus's first cheese factory, as dis- 
tinguished! from the cheese-making units in- 
atalledt by the pioneers in their homes, was 
builtin IS70. By 1884 the town was making 
800,000 pounds of cheese a year, but three- 
fourths of it was Limburger. The cheese 
makers moved their product by wagan to Mon- 
roe, then as now the chief distributing point 
for the county's cheese, 

Protests from Munroe housewives arose 
when the aroma of Limburger penetrate! their 
homes as the Swiss wagons passed down the 
streets, Schoolchildren held their noses. But 
Limburger brought money to Monroe as well 
as odors, and the traffic from New Glarus 
went unmolested, 

Today Swiss cheese reigns, ond Monroe 
heralds itself as the “Swiss cheese capital of 
the United States,” * 

Pride of Green County is its nearly 54,000 
mich cows and 22,000 bulls amd calves, 
Nearly all the farmland is devoted to their 
upkeep. In return, the cows gave 366,900,000 
pounds (171,600,000 quarts) of milk to their 
owners in 1945. 

About 96 percent of the cattle are Holstein- 
Friesiang, a type which originoted in the 
Netherlands (Plate V1).+ 

Although outnumbered heavily by Hal- 
steins, Brown Swiss cattle have a place in 
the hearts of all the Swiss doirymen. That 
is why even Holstein wwners aclvise visitors 
to see the county show place, the Voegeli 
Farm south of New Glarus, with tts miagniti- 
cent herd of Brown Swiss (Plate VII anil 
page 9G). 

Descendants of centile from Canton Schwyz 
in Switzerland, they are striking in appearance 
andl range in color from dark. brown ond pray 
to lighter shades, More than 100 head moke 
up the herd, which inclades many show ani- 
mals and ribbon winners. 

Not far away is the large farm of Elmer 
Stauffacher, with its graded herd of some 150 
Holsteins, It was here that I first noticed 
strips of green grass in the pastures which 
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were much darker in color than the ordinary 
crass in the same field. 

“That's where nitrogen: fertilizer has been 
applied,” Stauffacher told me, 


Nitroten Popular with Cows 


This fertilizer, which is becoming papular 
in Green County, is am ammonium ‘nitrate, 
carrying about 33 nage ol af nitrogen in 100 
pounds of the mixture. bene diy un PHLSture 
lune, 1 makes the grass Hee: from a week 
to 10 days earlier than normally and: also 
makes it more pilatable and richer in protein. 

“And the cows love it,” Stauffacher said. 
“They walk from one dark-green strip to 
anuther, skipping the grass in between, Once 
I necidentally burst a sack in the field, and a 
lire quantity spilled. IT scooped up what I 
could and spread the rest around with my 
hoot in a tittle patch, ‘The cows soon found 
the spot, and they liked the nitrogen so well 
that where it hud fallen they licked up the 
ground to a depth of about six inches,” 

The beauty of the rolling countryside 
around New Glarus ik apparent to anvone. 
but much of the charm of the village ‘itself 
is not so obvious, [ts main street, throuth 
Which motorists pass en toute 1 Madison of. 
Monrme, is not much different from that of 
any other Midwest town of a thousanel popu- 
lation. But Swiss backoround anid tradition 
crop out aplenty for anyone willing to explore 
its quiet streets. 

A block from the main highway is the 
Chalet of the Golden Fleece, a charming aw- 
thentic Swiss chalet designed hy a Swiss archi- 
tect and built by Edwin Barlow for his home 
(Plate TV). Two inscriptions in German 
Swiss grace the facade. The one above. the 
witthows of the dining room reads, translated:

Crinsing through a narrow-necked onirance, 
we entered the inter stone-walled harbor o1 
Victoria, the:-city that prides itself on being a 
bit.of ok] Engiand in America. ‘There we cast 
ott anchor virtually on the lawn of the I.m- 
oress Mitel and the British Columbia Parlia- 
ment Buildings. 

Next day we sailed north through sunlit 
waters. along the International Boundary. 
The many islands of the San Juans, ranging 
from nimeless bits no larger than a blanket 
to San Juan and Orcas with areas of 60 square 
miles, sprinkle the sound to starboard oppo- 
site Vancouver [slond. 

Here, because the rainfall is considerably 
less than on the mainigod, many people have 
purchased islands for sutimer homes or for 
year-round dwelling places, Lovely coves and 
protected, svihelike benches lempled is as 
we @lided past. Graceful yachts seemed to 
challenge us to mace on the enchanted waters

This teglon, which wat Indian wilderness 
In [S08 when Simon Fraser, of the North 
West Company, descended the stream that 
bears his nome, is now the most populous in 
western Canada, Vancouver is the: third city 
O Canucda and its greatest Pacific seaport. 

Dewn the turbulent, canyoned Fraser 
through coastal mountains to tidewater; two 
lranscontinental railways bring ‘enormous 
whent crops from the Alberta prairies to bulge 
Vancouver elevators: and sockeye hordes; 
spawning bound. vield annually, on the aver- 
gaze, some 2,000,000 fish to Canadian fisher- 
men operating on the Strait of Georgia. 

As we approwched the Lions Gate Bridge, 
we sighted the Vancouver skyline over a 
turthe-piced raft of logs. Vancotiver sits. in 
the center of one of the world’s largest conif- 
erous forests, 

Just before entering the First Narrows, we 
saw in English Hay a swarm of white-sailed 
vachts rounding the buows in an International 
vacht race. We docked at the Royal Van- 
couver Yacht Club. “Other vacht clubs and 
boats were all around us. Near by, Stanley 
Park, a 1,000-acre gem af the city's extensive 
park and playeround svstem, was thronged 
with strollers,

From the rigging of Krfeavour we watched 
the Indian canoe races. The Jong, narrow 
dugouts, siaking up the harbor, were jammed 
with sa many paddlers that they frequently 
swamped and capsized from the spray of their 
own paddies. 

Robin and Sanford returned home from 
Vancouver. IT missed thelr boyish spirit= as 
Endeqvour passed under the Lions Gute 
Bridge and headed north through the sealike 
expanse of the Strait of Georgia, Now John 
and To and the dow were on our own. 

For to the weet the 3.000-foot mange on 
Vancouver Island etched a blue line on the 
horizon, Covered with magnificent forests, 
this largest of all islands on the North Ameri- 
can west coast stands buttress to Pacthe storms 
for 285 miles, 

Of our starboard we saw the lofty Coast 
Mountains intersected by deep fiords, Mount 
Waddington, its face licked by salt water of 
Knight Inlet, rises to 13,260 feet. Not until 
the Skeens River cots throwgh, 450 miles 
north of the Fraser, is this barrier slatted ‘by 
a valley large enough to accommodate railroad 
and. highway. Thus all traffic along the 
British Columbia coast is by water and air. 


“Northwest Passages” of Long Ago 


We cruised by the intriguing mouths of 
numerous inlets indenting the Coast Moun- 
tains—Jervis, Powell, Desolation, and others 
—all potential Northwest Passages in the 1th 
century. 

These place names are largely the work of 
Capt. George Vancouver, whose voyage fe- 
mains, to my mined, the mist extensive nauti- 
cal survey ever made on one expedition. Ex- 
mmining capes, bays, and channels, the great 
discoverer left few unsolved problems behind 
him, 

Qur prow split the waves of straits and 
channels known to Spanish expeditions before 
1800—Malaspina, Nodales, Goletas. 

When we arrived al the head of Yaculta 
Rapids, ‘the ebb was already beginning to 
churn strongly through the narrow rock pas- 
sare. Aindfeavoer, gripped by spinning ticle 
rips and whirlpools, was tossed along in the 
boiling race like o chip, 

In trees on an island in the middle of the 
rapids, a hundred bald eagles perched for 
salmon fishing, their white heads staniing aut 
igainst the green branches like popcorn balls 
on a Christus tree, 

As we bucked a strong tide in mid-channel, 
turbulent following seas swamped our trailing 
canoe, Sung o' the Winds, It was a tough job 
getting the water-filled fragile craft aboard 
Fadcaveur without breaking it in two. 1 
noticed Jater that rock-wise Indian trollers

A heavy mantle of fo# hong over the 35- 
mile, stretch of Queen Charlotte Sound as we 
lai Eadeanowr's compass course across this 
longest of the three stretches: where the Inside 
Passage is open todhe Pcie. Under our keel 
we felt the long Pacific: roll. 

The foghorn on Pine Island bellowed lustily 
of our starboard, and breakers muttered on 
the reefs. Significant of hazards: in such 
witers are the names: Storm Ishinds, Cape 
Cation, Grief Bav, Safety Cove. 

_ Soon the fog lifted and the magnificent 
Coast Mountains stood revealed. The roll of 
the sea gradually subsided us we entered Fitz- 
hugh Sound, and sunset saw us anchored in 
Long Point Cove, 

Lost in o Wuotery Waste 

Rounding Ivory Island lighthouse next day, 
we headed Eadeereur northward. My chart 
showing the svind’s exit channels was lost: 
sa were we. Well, we'd just have to do a 
little exploring. | 

For two hours, as we sounded the unknown 
witters of what proved to be a blind bay, 
Endeavour might have been Vancouver's Dis- 
covery searching these channels for the North- 
west Passare. 

A secomd try around the point, and Finliy- 
son Channel opened up. I knew tts narrow 
course would lenc us northward. 

Aswe anchored that evening in rainy Swan- 
son Hay, Joba hailed » fisherman in the drip- 
ping gloom, “How maty inches of rain fall 
here in a year?” he asked. 

“Tnches?” the fishtrman snorted. “We 
don't use inches here to measure rain—we 
use fathoms!” 

Though tain seems annovingly incessant, 
he automatic sprinkler system is more eMficiont 
fur snuffing cut forest fires. Nota burnt-over 
tract scarred the luxuriant forests of spruce, 
hemlock, and cedar above the northern limit 
of forést fireson Vancouver. Llane, 

Grenville Channel finally disgorged Eu. 
deavoir among the wooded islands at the 
mouth of the Skeena. Here the skv bright- 
ened, but, looking astern, we could sre the 
aepping canopy of chouefs. 

Eight hutdred gill-net boats were drifting 
with spreading nets.af the mouth of this great 
natural salmon. hatchery, The Skeena Valley 
is the home of the Tsimshian Indians, one of 
six const tribes of fisheaters. Vawesing close 
to some Of the boats, we saw that all the occu- 
punts were Inelians. 

Beyond the Skeena our course paralleled the 
Canadian National Railways tracks over 


which the first train had puffed into Prince 
Rupert in 1914, ‘Prince Rupert, about $00 
miles nearer Yokohama than Vancouver. en- 


visaged itself then as a Northwest Passage 
port to the Orient: but the Oriental trade did 


not come, and the first railroad company went 
into bankruptcy within 4ix vears, Three times 
in the course of a morning walk from the 
yacht club where we aochored I was shown 
the plans for the city that did not mate- 
rialier. 

The dreams of Northwest Passage boosters 
were tealized briefly during World War Il 
when. the population of Prince Rupert rose 
from 7,000 to 275,000, For a time the city 
WHS A strategic port for American troops and 
supplies sent to Alaska and the Aleutians, and 
Russian ships loarhed up with wheat here. The 
populetion has dropped back now to about 
8.500, but enthusinsts have suffered no re- 
cession in their vision. 

As we neared the International Boundary, 
alien rose the great snowy mountains of 
Alaska, marking the southern margins of 1,100 
mountainous islands that compose the Alex- 
ander Archipelage, This is the *Panhwndle,” 
or smitheastern Alaska, 100 miles wide and 
500 miles long. In area it is only about one- 
sixteenth of the Territory: yet it contains half 
the larger towns, the principal fisheries, and 
virtually all the commercial forests, 

We took a bearing of the modernistic, 
white, square tower of Tree Point Light, the 
first of many lighthouses which, together with 
hundreds of other navigational aids, guide 
the mariner through the intricate channels for 
400 miles to the open Pacific at Cape Spencer. 

Grateful for the friendly tower, T remem- 
bered that several hundred vessels, emall craft 
not included, are believed to have met their 
doom in Alaskan waters before the ways were 
perfectly marked,

As we were preparing to shove 
off, he climbed ta his roof, pulled three 
dmoked salmon cut ot his chimney, and 
presented them to ws. 

Leiping porpoises cavorted under Eu: 
deavour's fore fro a3 We ered toward 
Anin (reek. <A score of seine bonts 
hovered! newr the creek mouth, for this 
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is one of the world’s most prolific humpback 
salmon spawning streams, Owverfishing at one 
time almost depleted it. 

In the days when the fisheries were un- 
regulated, greedy men Inid their nets mecniss 
the creek and got enough salmon to operate 
a cannery Heir by, Sethets are now forbidden 
to enter certain areas, and the humpback are 
given a thance to reach Sxawning grounds. 

Occasionally 2 renevace will sneak into a 
closer! stream ond make a quick haul, but 
scouting planes of the Fish and Wildlife 
Service make poaching difficult. Offenders are 
nsually fined ond their feh confiscated. 


Even the Bears Are Fishermen 


Churning with thousands of leaping salmon, 
the wild cataracts of Anan Creek were a cleli- 
catessen for black bear when we arrived, 
Dick and [ rowed ashore from Eadeavour and 
Come and walked up the Forest Service trail 
to film the brites, With scarcely an inter- 
mission, bear after bear lumbered down the 
steep bank and plunged Into the torbulent 
stream, éach to lift out a struggling hump- 
hack. 

These bears, of which about 75,000 remain, 
are part of the last great stand of American 
wildlife. In Alaska their chief protection is 
the vastness of the spaces they roam, Each 
Fish and Wildlife agent patrols on orea nearly 
as big as Maine, 

While watching the bears we saw a scream- 
ing bald eagle hurl himself into the stream, 
He sank his claws inte the buck of a husky 
humpback and tried to lift it with the power 
of his-greal wings, But the salmon churned 
its tall and headed for deep water, carrying 
the king of birds down until only his bead 
stuck periscopelike out of the water, The 
eagle let go and, dripping like a souked SOME, 
flew off to a tree. 

En route to Wrangell, we anchored for the 
nizht in Bere Bay. A dilapidated traller reale 
to its rusted anchor near us, smoke curling 
from its chimney, though no one was aboard, 
Dick said the owner probably was a “kelp” 
fisherman making a bare living in this Jonely, 
loon-haunted wilderness, A kelp fisherman ts 
one who fishes in safe inside waters, 

Dickie and [ rowed ashore to inspect a 
deserted log cabin cluttered with rusty traps, 
guns, scattered parts of a stove, flour, cayle 
claws, seal scalps, and bits of woliskin. No 
doubt the former occupant had been a bounty 
hunter, living on bounties stil paid by the 
Territory for wolf and buir-seal scalps and, 
formerly, for claws of the bald eagle. 

The next day T talked to an old Indian 
about this in Wrangell. 
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“Aly peaple were true conservationists,” he 
said, “They beliewsd that if they were waste- 
ful of game thev would be punished by stur- 
vation. When the white man came, the land 
and waters teemed with game. There were 
many éagles, senis, and wolves. When the 
game began to disappear, the white man 
blamed the eagles, wolves, and seals and put 
nt bounty on them.” 

We found Iitth in progressive Wrangell to 
inclicate its long history since its founding by 
the Russians in 1834. Tt was the first Alaskan 
town to feel the impetus of gold when thou- 
sands of minérs and prospectors, half of then 
Chinese, outfitted there in the late seventies 
for the stampede up the Stikine River to the 
Cassiar gold fields in British Columbia. 

Tired of mudholes, present-day citizens hal 
just completed paying the main street of the 
town, We entertained Mra, Doris M. Barnes, 
the woman movor, at dinner aboard the bonts, 
serving buge Dungeness crabs that John and 
Dickie had scraped into hand nets. off the 
harbor pilings (page 815). 

Wrangell boats were ted up three or four 
abreast. We never knew when we'd be ‘sunk 
tt cur moorings by the large seine boats whose 
skillful Indian captains delighted in coming 
into the flout at-a fast clip, and going full 
speed astern barely in time to-avoid hitting 
other craft. | 

One captain, dashing In te tie up his 20-ton 
chip, stalled his motor just as he threw it into 
reverse, Frantically he rushed out of the 
wheelhouse and stuck his feet over the bow 
ta saften the blow. on a moored seiner. The 
seiner crew popped out of doors and hatches 
as if struck by an earthquake, 

So 6dependent are southeaetern Alaskan 
towns upon ocean transport that a muritine 
strike Insting several months left Wrangell 
almost without food, The meat shortage was 
acute. The men took down their guns ani 
headed their fat-bottomed. shovel-nosed boats 
up the Stikine. One party of three men re- 
turned! with three moose and two mountain 
gois; a ton of meat, 

The powerful Stikines, o branch of the 
Tlingit Tdi, who inhabited this favored 
spot, once toved the Inside Passage in their 
real WHE (Cones, Sonnet ims conducting lont- 
ing and pillaging raids as far south as Puget 
Sound, 


An Alaskon Burbank Has Poor Luck 

Six miles below Petersburg we swung into 
anchorage: to visit an old-time sailor, Herman 
Papke, a vworacioum reader who had lived 
here for 45 years. He could not invite us 
into his cabin because his newspapers and 
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magazioes took upeall the space not oooupied 
by his bed. For want of storage space be had 
tucked! on anvil and some tools into the bed, 

With a vision of benefiting Alaska, Her- 
man had devoted four decades. to grafting 
fruits and berries and waging war on robber 
squirrels and robins, His annual cherry ¢rop 
amounted to one forlorn little cherry which 
he covered! with a tmiison jar. 

As we approached Petersburg, we gazed 
inellbound at magnificerit glacier-leayppedd 
mountains rising behind the town. 

Later in the fall, the harbor would be 
jammed with the halibut fleet whose owner 
and crews hove become prosperous in the 
hazardous business of fishing 40,000 square 
miles of hafibut banks in the tempest-swept 
North Pacific. | 

In 1946 nearly 700 regular halibut boats 
and some 3,200 men engaged in the halibut 
faheries along the northwest coast, Hecause 
of previous overfishing, the industry : neny 
regulated bv treaty between the U.S. and 
Cunnde, For each hotibot-fishing area a 
quota for the catch is set every year; when 
it as filled, the season closes: In recent Vears, 
as the catch has increased because of restora- 
tion measures and a bieger and more efficient 
fleet, the halibut fishing season has been shurt- 
ened. In 1446 it lasted only 42 days in Area 
Wo. 2, south of Cape Spencer, Some of the 
fleet then goes after black cod (sohlensh}, 

Leaving Petershurge, we headed up Frederick 
Sound, paralleling glacier-capped minuntains 
Mong the mainland shore, 

Four miles north of Wrangell Narrows, as 
we passed close to the Sukoi Islets, we saw the 
unpainted buildings and keep-off signs of o 
blue-fox island. Formerly there were 250 
islands under leitse for fox farming on Na- 
tional Torest lunds: Foxes ran loose. As dis- 
ease became rampant and fur pirices fell, the 
number of leases] islands dwindled to 50. 
More Money in Fishing than in Farming 

At the south end of Whitney Eslund, a man 
rowed out to us from a group of buildings on 
shore and introduced himself as Steve De 
Long, postmaster of Fanshaw. He said he 
and his wife Kitty, the postmistress, sole 
vegetables to fishermen and supplemented this 
income with trapping and fishing. They were 
virtually self-sufficient. 

It seemed to be the general opinion that 
living expenses are so high in southeastern 
Aloska that a man could do better by fishing 
or logging -an¢ buying his precirce irom the 
outside. An industrious, experienced fisher- 
man can work 45 to 60 days and sometimes 
make around $5,000, 
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Axel Pearson, 
genial fisherman

“] Tike Alaska,” he told me. “Tt offers a 
Tree: life with meiany compensations.”

One morming 
he had seen his fish boat headed wp Cleve- 
land Passage behind a whale which had he- 
come tinghed in the anchor rope, Along with 
Asel's boat and 25 fathoms of line, the whale

In Stephens Passige Old Joe, a famous 
humpback whale, regaled us by leaping out 
of the water. Old Joe is known to many of 
the boatmen and aviators who travel the 
puLssage. 

Glaciers Make Sailing Haxardous 

At Holkham Bay we swung in and entered 
the deep, convonlike ford of Tracy Arm, 
which penetrates the Coast Mountains for 25 
miles, Jee flees up to 200 feet in leneth all 
about us were indications of an active placter 
ot the head, 

Nearing the ghacier the flord narrowed ane 
the ice grew thicker, We had to cut through 
small icefields, Since we had no ironbark 
Nong the waterline, this was dangerous, even 
with Eadravour's mahogany hull, 

We edged our wiv through the icefielel up 
to the face of Sawyer Glacier, Suddenty fis 
200-foot cliff toppled off with the somnd of 
thunder, A tidal wave hearing a huge moss 
of bebbing, vrinding ice rolled toward Fn- 
deavour and Como Reto, tossing our boats 
ints the air like flapjacks, 

For three hours we maintained our perilous 
position. Harbor seals with faces like little 
old men peered at us from among the floes, 
The temperature dropped to 40 degrees. 1 
was dusk before we returned to ice-free 
Stephens Passage, 

Of to port next day loomed the farest- 
covered mountains of Admiralty Island, where 
cnce | had stalked with a camera the 1, A00- 
pound Alaskan brown bear, the world's largest 
carnivorous animal (page 808). A mother 
bear had charged my two companions and me 
on an open, treeless flat, 

As we apprnached Juneau, a school of 
sportive 4f)-foot humpback whales broke 
water around rdecvour, spouting steam [ke 
huge rolling boilers. T recalled that three 
such whales, caming up under a Juneau hali- 
but boat, had given the bottom a wallop that

to be awakened by the fury of autumnal 
storms. 

Ahead rose the Fairweather Range, etching 
the northern horizon with majestic snow pin- 
nacles, The vista was the mast dramatic of 
the vovare. 

We passed many fishing boats, snail-paced 
for trolling. On some of them we could 
recomize a woman's presence by the family 
wash flapping and drying in the rigging. 

A Modern Native Town 

Shortly after noon, we docked in Port Fred- 
erick at the Indian town of Hoonah, The 
Federal Public Housing Authority had spent 
more than $600,000 rebuilding it after a fire 
on June 14, 1944, destroyed 80 shucks and 
left most of its. 700 inhabitants homeless. 

Before dusk had settled on the waters, /n- 
deavowr and Come Refo came to anchor in 
10 fathoms abeam fox-farm buildings in Wil- 
loughby Cove in Lemesurier Island. Joe and 
Muz Ibuch, beloved) by many Alaskans for 
their homely wisdom and hespitality, live 
here, Once Muz had stayed on the island 
for nine vears without going to Juneau, 

She Jed ws through riotous beds of flowers 
to sign the guest book. 

Garden vegetables flourished, and the berry 
vines were looted, Mux wanted to fill our 
arms with vegelables, “The world needs more 
love, more giving and less taking,” she said. 

The next moming we vovaged on a tide- 
and wind-harried! sea into Dundas Hay where 
Joe wns serving as watchman on 4 salmon 
spawning stream, His white tent sat on an 
wpen point where, through the open flap, he 
watched for seine: poachers. 

On the extensive tide flats bordering the 
bay we filled gallon kettles with wild straw- 
berries, which grew within the shadow of 
one of North America’s greatest concentra- 
tions of active glaciers, the white giants of 
Glacier Bay. 





Joe piloted us buck to Lemesurier in the 
evening, Hoth ships plunged through windy 
eens shrouded in threshing rain and mysterious 
white fio. 

Back in the cove our boats tossed uncom- 
fortably in the exposed anchorage. Since our 
anchors wouldn't hold without constant atten- 
tion, we bade Joe and Muz goodbye and ran 
down to a quiet mchorage in Gull Cove.

But I had not seen the last of our frienris. 
Some weeks later Joe suffered an appendix 
rupture. He and Mux were alone. All day 
Muz lighted fires to attract a passing beaut.

Goodwin in Juneau. He soared over the

coverad America, the Koreans bed the 
world in printing. They were the first 
people te use movable metal type, 

Lone before that, they had learned writing 
from the Chinese, and later in their develop- 
ment they vastly improved upon the Chinese 
system by devising a simple alphabet and in- 
troducing to the Far East its first simplified 
alphabetical script.t 

But despite this centuries-old literary back- 
ground, the Koreans ran inte difficulty when 
they came to translate the portion of the Chiro 
agreement of December, 1943, which related 
lo their country. 

Roosevelt, Churchill, and Chiang Kai-shek, 
who at that historic conference took up the 
liberation of peoples enslaved by Japan, agreed 
that “in due course” Korea was to be free and 
independent. 

Even in. our language, “in due course” is 
indefinite. Inthe Korean language the phrase 
is extremely difficult to trinslate. It may 


A HUNDRED years before Columbus dis- 


mean “in a few days," “ino few weeks,” “in 
a few vears,” or “in a few decades.” 
Therein lies. a stumbling block, for the 


Koreans translated the phrase in favorable 
wiys, Most of them translated it as “in a 
few days.” 

Upon one thing Koreans are thoroughly 
agreed. They all want their independence. 
More than forty years of Japanese domination, 
misrule, und oppression have only served to 
increase their desire for liberty. Every Ko- 
rean from early childhood has been taught to 
live for independence. They hope that the 
time is not too far off when they can have a 
free, Independent, and wnited country. 


38th Parallel Cuts Korea in Two 

Darrived in Kore’ in command of the XXIV 
L. & Anny Corps in September, 1945, less 
than a nionth after V-] Day. My immediate 
task was to take the Japanese surrender of 
forees in South Korea, digarm the Japs, and 
establish orderly government of Korea below 
the 58th parallel—an area about the size of 
Indiana, which included the national capital, 
Seoul (Keiio). (Mup, page 853.) 

Territory above the 38th parallel—an arbi- 
trary dividing Hne—was administered by a 
Soviet Army of Oecupation, ‘This somewhat 
larger wren is about the size of Louisiana, 

The 38th parallel is not o natural boundary.

We Inherit Japs from HKussians 


One of our first objectives was to disarm 
the Jap forces, to get the Japs out of South 
Korea, and to bring back to their native Ianil 
Koreans whe bad been taken to Japan ane 
other Pacific areas by the Japs. We thought 
we had completed a good job carly in 1946, 
by which time we had sent almost three- 
quarters of a million Japanese civilians and 
soldiers to their homeland. 

But soon afterward thousands of Japanese 
refugees came across the 38th parallel into our 
hands from the Russinn zone in the north. 
Little or no efort was made in the Russian 
vone to tepatrinfe the Japanese until late in 
19-46,

For many veurs American missioturies hat 
worked among the Koreans; With the end 
uf the war, churches in the United States again 
came to the aid of their Korean missions, 

At Christrnas, 1946, four thousand gift 
baxes arrived from the Church World Service 
for Korean chiliren, They contained candy, 
simple toys, aml warm mittens, For many 
of the recipients—orphans, deaf and blind 
hays anal irirls, from three (o sixteen—lt was 
the first time they had ever received the 
simplest gift at holiduy time. 

This sume-organizntion also sent more than 
4 million vitamin pills, necessary to augment 
the average Korean diet of simple grains, and 
quantities of Mankets, sheets, and bandages. 

All this is in addition to vast amounts of 
medical supplies and urgent necessities for 
life and health that were supplied by the 
United States Government. 

New Honies on Old Jap Airfield 

Under American administration, several 
low-cost housing projects have been built, giv- 
ing employment to many thousands of Koreans 
in addition to housing the homeless. The first 
af these developments arose on a former Jap 
airheld near Seoul we was dedicated last 
November by Maj. Gen. Archer L. Lerch, 
Military Govermur of KRoréa. Refugee farm- 
ets were established in these homes and pro- 
vided with little tracts of iarmland, Other 
projects have since been completed, 

Part of a 200,000,000-ven public works 
unemployment relief program is the building 
of a 320-mile all-weather highway between 
Seoul and the southeast seaport town of Pusan 
(Fusan), Some of the road is hard-surfaced, 
but mostly it isa 21-foot-wide first-class gravel 
road with many wooden ond concrete brides. 
All the materials, except cement and steel, are 
prodoced in. Korea. 

During the last four months of 1946, for- 
eign trode, principally with China, showed 
average monthly imports of 20 million ven 
and exports of 10 million ven.* As produc- 
tion imraves under our pchabilitation pro 
gram, more Korean joods aml commiceities 
will be moving to world markets, 

In January, 1946, three paper mills out of 
14 were operating. By the end of 1946, all 
WeTe Approaching capacity productinn. 

In textiles, nearly 4,000,000 vards of cotton 
cloth were produced in the last quarter of 1946 
in the nationally operated plants. 

Although mines had to be retinbered te aff- 
sel indiscriminate mining practices of the 
Japanese, monthly coal production in south- 
em Korea stepped up from 5,000 metric tons 
in January, 1946, to 25,000 in December,

The Japanese nilers in Korea were inter- 
ested primarily in educating Japanese chil- 
dren, but today, with the Jap children missing, 
the total number of pupils attending school is 
50 percent greater than before liberation, 
This pigeasea? will rise even higher as mure 
schools, more textbooks, and more teachers 
become available, for the Koreans have an 
unquenchable thirst for education and a pro- 
found respect for educated men. 

In this connection, it is iiteresting to note 
that, although the enemy allowed only Jap- 
anese to be taught in schools and used in lusi- 
nest, all Koreans speak the same Korean 
tongue and all literate Koreans read and write 
Korean as well as Japanese, ‘This is another 
of many evidences that they never gave in to 
the prolonged effort to Japonize them. 


Koreans Operate Their Own Courts 


Today Koren’s judiciary system is oper- 
ated entirely by the Koreans, with the Ameri- 
cans standing by merely as advisers. The 
system is working efficiently. All laws inimi- 
cal to democratic processes huve been re- 
scinded, Many others haye been changed to 
meet Korean needs and wishes. 

The Legislature is half elective and half 
appointive, but is working on a law for uni- 
versal suffrage, We are looking forward to 
the time when the legislative body will be 
1GO percent elective and when all key Korean 
officials can be elected or approved by an all 
elec ted Legistature. The sole motive in hav- 
ing it half appointive now is ta make sure 
that it has a broad base and t fully represent- 
ative of all classes and shades of opinion. 
The old Korean beadman system of indirect 
Mections; going through three stages to elect 
the final representatives, (oes not meet demo- 
cratic requirements (pages 834-5), 

Koreans are rugeed individunlisis; they like 
to think and speak for themselves. Conse- 
quently, there is more than usual divergence 
of opinions and views among them, It must 
be remembered also that, since we arrived in 
Korea, they are having their first modern 
chance to exercise the democratic freedoms.

Virtually all the worth-while building in 
Korea during the 40 years of Jap rule was for 
the Japs themselves, The Japs (and the Ko- 
reans) were satlshed with a heatmg System 
in any building which would warm it to about 
50° FF. It is impossible to step this heat up 
toa comfoniable 70° without blowing out the 
boilers or burning down the buileling. 

The only water system worthy of the name 
in Korea is the one the Japs built in Seoul for 
themselves, It is reasonably satisfactory for 
such areas as it serves, but its scope is limited.

Soldier Turneaver High 


Turnover in the armed jorces in Korea has

But for the American boy who te adamable 
aod hes a sense of humor, Korea is not with- 
out its compensations, Despite their soldierly 
propensity for beeing, most of them have 
discovered this. 

The sickness rate amoung our troops in 
Korea has been consistently lower than among 
troops in the United States, even during the 
witer of 1045-46 when we had littl heat 
available. The recent heovy arrivals of tn- 
seasoned, unhordened men brought a slicht 
ride in juvenile contagions that put our sick 
rie temporarily above our normal, but still 
not higher than the average of the Army as 
a whole, 
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Each soldier has plenty of food and ample 
cold-weather and summer clothing, There 
are more than enough Army blonkets in Ronea 
jor every soldier in the country. Every unit 
has athletic equipment in variety —volley halls, 


baseball outfits, basketball equipment, etc. 
Soldiers who like to hunt are in a hunter's 


paradise, 

Ic cream, peanuts, candy—they re plen- 
tiful for all, 

Until recently, the caliber of motion pictures 
available jor the soldiers was not cut stacavdl ing: 
This wis because most of the many projec- 
tion outfits were 16-millimeter, and it is diff- 
cult to olvtain first-run feature films in that 
size, But now we have four new 35-milli- 
meter projectors and soon will have eight more 
in the larger troop areas. We shall still hove 
ty use the more than 170 smaller projectors 
in outlying detachments. 

Just ‘before I came to Washington, we were 
showing in January a class A film which had 
beett released in New York in November. 
That meant that our soldiers saw it before 
many towns in the Unite! States, In addi 
tion, we always have from five to eight USO 
shows om the read in Rores. 

We are also operating training schools for 
the new men as rapidly as instructors can be 
obtained, Scheols for mechanics, electricians, 
cooks, bakers, and refrigerator maintenance 
men, and signal schools are now being con- 
dueted, in addition to the regular educational 
schools operated as a part of the information 
and education program, 

Of course o tour of duty in Korea presents 
an unparalleled opportunity for the GI to 
study an ancient and: little-known Oriental 
country and its people at first hand, 

Korean civilization goes back-at least 3,000 
years, perhaps further. 

Korean astronomers studied the stars from 
an observatory LOO years before Christ. 

Much of Japan's stolen Chinese culture 
massed to that notion through Koren. 

Korea is the only nation in the world except 
the United States that ever defeated Japan. 
Tt did so in 1598. 

Korea bailt the firat “ironclads,” using 
them to beat the Japs 250 years before the 
advent of the Mosifor and the Aferrimac. 

A Hunter Becomes a Pied Piper 

The mountainous country abounds itt scenic 
srandeur. It is relatively rich in minerals— 
gold, iron, silver, copper, and lead, particularly 
north of 48°. A peninsula af the Asiatic Con- 
tinent, iLs siutheastern tip sticks out to within 
110 miles of the main Japanese tslands. 

My principal diversion in Korea, when time 
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allows, is hunting—not for the Korean tigers 
and leopards that are reported to dwell in the 
mountain fastnesses; but for pheasant ond, 
on occasion, wateriowl., a 

L often travel 50: to 70 miles from Seaul on 
shooting expeditions, mwocompanied by a men- 
ber of my staff. I use this oppurtunity to 
study the life of the Kordan farmer and his 
needs, 

1 can't roam the countryside Jong without 
picking up a following of children, ‘These 
Korean boys and girls. irresistible to the sol- 
cliers, are as attractive anid ADDeIINE a5 any 
children I have ever seen. I thoroughly en- 
joy their company. They are nearer to Ameri- 
can children in their games and spirit of fim 
than aré children of any other Oriental area 
with which I am acquainted. 

I never wear any outward trappings of rank 
on these jaunts—usually a peaked GI winter 
cap, GI fatigues, and a hunting coat. My 
youthful companions do not suspect my iden- 
tity. 

But one afternoon I absent-mindedly took 
off my cap during a brief rest from hunting. 

One keen-eved little fellow recognised me 
froti a picture he had seen in his schoulrogm. 

“Hodgev!" he cried, and ran away as fast 
as his legs would carry him. But he was not 
frightened, it developed, In a few moments 
he was back, with all the youngsters frorn his 
village at his heels, 

“Hodgev!" they velled excitedly, I had 
that admiring retinue with me the rest of the 
afternoun until the crowd grew so large | 
returned to my jeep and moved to a new ores. 


Where Yank and Russian Meet 


Relations between the commanders of the 
American and Russian zones in Korea huve 
been newsworthy more than once, and minor 
friction between the two zones has been de- 
scribed often in news dispatches. But one 
amusing prank played by the arbitrary 38th 
parallel has not received much notice, 

On the western side of Korea a bay extends 
northward beyond the dividing line. Accord- 
ingly, the line passes across the bay and cuts 
off some 373 acpuare miles of Ongjin (Oshin) 
Peninsula, placing the area in the American 
zone although it is cut off by water. 

The only convenient way to move supplies 
to our troop detachment on this peninsula is 
by sending a truck convoy by road through 
part of the Russian zone, circling the north 
tip of the hay. 

Here our soldiers come into direct contact 
with the Russian soldiers. Man to man, they 
get along extremely well and are very friendly.

With the advent of giant modern aircraft, 
it has become important to show the whole 
vast top of the Western World, where America 
is closest to Asia and Europe, for anew picture 
how occupies the minds of statesmen, military 
strategists, and planners of the commerce of 
the future—the concept of direct air travel by 
the relatively short routes which cross the roof 
of the. world,* 

The new National Geographic map reflects 
this modern approach lo geography. It por- 
trivs Canada in its entirety as the central core 
of the great Western Hemisphere northland, 
inctuding its islands stretching toward the 
North Pole, and shows all of Alaska, Green- 
lond, and Iceland, where the New World joins 
the Old, 


Entirely New Projection Solves 


A NEW map area on a new projection is 


Problem 


The area covered by this new map pre- 
sented a unique mapping problem. None of 
the conventional projections was well suited 
to show this broad northern expanse as an 
integrated whole, All involved undue distor- 
tion or variation in scale. 

After extensive tests on all the currently 
used methods, we devised this entirely new 
projection, which The Society has named the 
Chambertin Trimetric. [t is based on a tri- 
angle of three great ‘circles from which all 
other points are determined, 

When tested, the new projection was found 
to produce excellent results. Maximum scale 
variation is about half that resulting from 
other methods, ‘There is very little angular 
distortion, and over-all distances can be mens- 
ured with great accuracy. The projection is 
particularly suited to this important area, In 
addition, it is easy to compute and draw, 

On the new map, which measures 3455 x 
2604 inches, major ai i as well os hivh- 
whys, railroads, ancl 5,613 place names ore 
shown. In Alaska appear many new roads, 
besides the famed Alaska Highway, wartime 
construction project. In Canada we have in- 
cluded some important winter tractor trails 
which supply the Fur North mining districts. 


A new transcontinental highway makes its 

appearance, for the Canadians have finished 
the last dink between Hearst and Geraldton, 

in Ontario, One can now drive all the way 
Tas Sydney, Nova Scotia, to Vancouver or 
Prince Rupert, British Columbia, or to Fair- 
banks, Aluska. 

During war years, great strides were made 
in surveving the Far North. Litth-known 
lands took on vital importance. Your map in- 
corporates that work, and members will note 
a wealth of new detail, from Greenland to the 
westernmost Aleutians. Most of this new in- 
formation results-from aerial surveys. 

An inset map shows the Aleutian Tslands 
on the same scale as the main map—1 to 
8,000,000, or 126.3 mile; to the inch. An-

North Pole Flights Now Are Rowttne 

Until the war-boomed development of long- 
tunge, high-altitude planes,.a trip beyond the 
Arctic Circle required months or years for 
completion. Except fora few whalers, sealers, 
and the Canadian Mounties, men rarely in- 
vaded that forbidding region. An expedition 
into the Far North was front-page news that 
commanded world-wide attention, 

Today the great planes of the United States 
Army Air Forces make routine weather recon- 
naissance flight: over the North Pole, 

How the airplane hes demolished distance 
in the North was dramatically illustrated, in 
February of this year when 11 United States 
Army airmen in the B-29 Ave-Bird, from Ladd 
Field, Fairbanks, Alaska, were forced down 
in’ Datwaard-Jensens Land, in northwest 
Greenland, and were rescumd by a C-34 from 
Westover Field, Massachusetts. 

As Lt. Bobbie Joe Cavenar gunned his big 
plane and the aerial giant shattered the Arctic

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Stillness in iis rocket-boosted toke-off, another 
8-29 from Ladd Field appeared just to see 
that. everything went according to plan. 

After a stop at Thule, where Robert E. 
Peary long ago recruited Eskimo assistants, 
Lieutenant Cavenar flew the rescued flyers 
directly to Westaver Field, where they londed 
less than 24 hours after the take-off from the 
any frozen glacial lake in Dauyaard-Jensens 

tnd. 

The key points of this thrilling and speedy 
rescue form o huge triangle which encompasses 
most of the area on the new map. Ladd Field 
lies about ©,600 miles (86 degrees of longi- 
tude) from Daugaard-Jensens Land. West- 
over Field, near Springfield, Massachusetts, 
is about 2,600 miles from the scene of the 
rescue, A thetisand miles across the Arctic 
are now translated into a few hours of flying 
time—far different from the weeks of strain- 
ing lobor needed in Pearv’s dav. 

Occasionally some great undertaking like 
the flight of the H-29 Poon Dregnihoiti 
from Hawaii to Cairo dramatizes the possi- 
bilities of air travel across the Poles: On this 
fight of 9,500 miles—which, incidentally, was 
not fh nonstop record—the ship was navigated 
some 653 miles off course to check on the loca- 
tion-of the North Magnetic Pole, which you 
will find on your map in its newly determined 
lneation on Sotwerset Island, some 250 miles 
from its old position on Boothia Peninsula, 

A flight of this distance, from Washington, 
D.C. over the North Pole, would cross east- 
ero Siberia und ol of China and reach to 
within 160 mules of Singapore. ‘This distance 
could reach all points in South America, 
Ecrope, and Africa, In Asia only the tip of 
the Malay Peninsula lies beyond this range. 
All of New Guinea could be reached, and one 
could just land at Cookstown, in Australia, 


Asia ond America Next-door Neighbors 

The map emphasizes that here at the top 
of the world the Western Hemisphere’s north- 
land is close to the Old World. During the 
recent war, enemy invaders entered the lands 
an beth sides of this map, AL one corner, 
Japanese forces came up out of the Far Rast 
to occupy Attu and Kiska, from which they 
were dishodged only by the lenwthy Aleutian 
campaign, On the other side, Greenland was 
invaded by small parties of Germans who also 
had to be ‘dislodged by force. 

On Little Diomede Island, in Kering Strait, 
Fskime children sweur allegiance tothe Stars 
and Stripes os citizens of the United States. 
Only three niles away, their cousins-on Big 
Diomede salute the Hammer and Sickle as 
citizens of Soviet Russia. These Eskimos—

Thousands of warplanes Jeft Great Falls, 
Montana, to fly to Edmonton, Alberta; Snag, 
in the Yukon; and thence to Ladd Field, at 
There they were. turned over to 
Russian flyers who continued westward. 

In addition to combat planes, hundreds of

Machines Freeze, but Not Man's Ingenuity 

Our forces ate fmding that the GI is about 
the only standard component of the military 
machine which can “take jt."

even thermometers have to be specially made. 
Remarked one Arctic veteran: “Tf vou spilled 
a quart of heavy oil, you could pick it up in

Arey Engineers de- 
velnned a NeW type af bridge. They laid logs 
across the ice of the Tanana River and then, 
from a hole in the ice, pumped water on the 
Ines, Where it froze instantly. Another layer 
of logs was laid, transversely, and ‘iced into 
place. This bridge, which reinforced the 
fiver ice, was strong enough to take tanks 

In the Aleutians, Task Force Williwaw, 
named for the flerce gales which hit those 
Islands, has been making similar tests of 
equipment in wet, cold conditions.
